The  Book  Rental  Plan 

The  book  rental  system  v.'hich  v/as  under  consideration 
all  last  year  has  been  duly  established,  and  v^e  believe 
is  ready  for  efficient  operation.   It  is  to  be  expected 
that  it  v'ili  not  function  perfectly  from  the  beginning, 
that  a  certain  amount  of  trial  and  error  v/111  be  necess- 
ary to  v'ork  it  out.   It  v/ill,  therefore,  be  necessary  not 
only  to  be  patient  but  also  to  suggest  improvements  that 
appear  to  be  desirable  to  the  committee,  of  v;hich  Mr. 
Purdy  is  Chairman.   In  carinf;  for  the  books  to  keep  the 
rental  fee  low,  and  in  bringing  the  students  to  understand 
the  book  rental  plan,  wo  shall  need  the  cooperation  of  all 
of  the  members  of  the  Faculty, 

We  Need  Liore  Careful  Attention  to  Student  Programs 

Certain  difficulties  that  I.Ir.  Wham  faces  in  his  work 
in  the  Appointments  Bureau,  as  veil  as  some  other  matters 
that  have  come  up  from  time  to  time  indicate  that  advisors 
v/ho  make  out  the  students'  programs  on  all  levels,  but 
particularly  those  who  make  out  programs  for  juniors  and 
seniors,  need  to  keep  several  fundamental  things  in  mind. 
One  of  them  is  that  after  a  student  graduates  with  a 
Bachelor's  degree  he  usually  tries  to  secure  a  position 
teaching  in  southern  Illinois  rithout  first  going  to  grad- 
uate school.   His  chances  of  securing  a  position  depend  en- 
tirely on  the  question  of  v-hether  or  not  he  can  teach  a  com- 
bination of  subjects.   This  year,  as  usual,  ve  have  four  or 
five  very  excellent  students  still  on  the  list  of  unemployed 
people  because  their  work  has  been  specialized.   For  ex- 
ample, it  is  practically  impossible  to  find  a  teaching  posi- 
tion for  p.  student  who  has  the  required  number  of  units  to 
satisfy  the  North  Central  Association  in  Llathematics  only, 
or  in  Art  only,  or  in  one  of  the  Physical  or  Biological 
Sciences  only.   Three-fourths  of  the  high  schools  of  southern 
Illinois  are  so  small  that  there  arc  no  positions  on  their 
faculties  for  teachers  who  teach  Just  one  of  these  subjects. 

There  has  been  a  tendency  in  this  school,  so  I  am  told, 
for  some  departments  to  insist  that  major  students  in  the 
department  take  so  large  a  number  of  required  hours  of  ^"ork 
that  they  have  no  chance  to  secure  the  North  Central 
Association  minimum  number  of  units  in  any  other  field.  As 
has  been  emphasized  before,  this  is  not  only  an  impractical 
procedure  for  the  student  v/ho  has  to  make  a  living  after  he 
graduates,  but  it  is  also  bad  educational  practice  in  the 
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under graduate  college.   The  following  extract  fron  a  letter 
fron  the  Department  of  Zoolof^y  at  the  University''  of  Illi- 
nois rxldrecGod  to  I.Iirr.  Stca^all,  r,hov;s  that  the  f;raduato 
Gchoolc  actually  prefer  a  student  v.'ho  is  not  so  highly 
specialized  v/hen  he  enters  the  graduate  school. 

"May  I  preface  anything  in  the  nay  of  specific  remarks 
with  the  statement  that  our  only  stipulation  for  students 
entering  zoology  as  a  major  in  graduate  work  is  that  they 
should  have  had  two  years  of  zoology,  but,  in  evaluating 
this  ^^'ork,  if  the  student  seems  mature  and  vorthrhile, 
closely  related  courses  such  as  entomology  and  physiology 
are  counted  in  meeting  this  requirement.   The  stipulation 
for  a  minor  in  graduate  vork  in  zoology  specifies  one  year 
of  undergraduate  courses  in  zoology. 

"The  courses  which  you  have  specified  as  required  of 
all  majors  in  zoology  would  m.eet  with  the  full  approval 
of  this  department.   In  fact,  I  would  stronr;ly  recommend 
that  for  any  major  v/ho  has  intent i''^n  of  going  on  ^"ith  £rad- 
uatc  ^-'ork,  you  should  urge  him,  to  make  sure  of  hi_s  prepa- 
ration in  French,  G-crmr-..n  and  chemistry  before  proceeding 
with  mo r c  th.'in  one  or  tvo  courses  in  addition  to  your  stipu- 
lated requirements  for  the  major.   It  has  always  seemed  to 
me  and  to  the  other  memiberc  of  our  staff  such  an  unfortuna,te 
misdirection  of  time  for  a  student  to  take  a  broad  offering 
of  zoology  as  an  undergraduate  and  then  come  to  us  to  spend 
two  years  or  more  wrestling  with  elementary  French  and 
G-erman  to  the  exclusion  of  the  possibility  of  taking  courses 
in  his  major  field  of  interest.   Likewise  if  any  of  your 
students  are  to  prepare  for  work  that  vjould  involve 
physiology  or  genetics,  their  undergraduate  curriculum 
should  include  chemistry,  through  the  field  of  physiological 
chemistry,  and  preferably  some  physical  chemistry  and  at 
least  enough  mathematics  to  understand  statistical  methods. 

"I  have  no  criticisms  whatever  of  your  offerings.   I 
have  watched  them  grow  and  have  been  pleased  with  the 
balance  that  you  have  built  into  your  zoological  ^-'ork.   In 
closing  I  would  like  to  emphasize  the  desirability  of  limit-

Wo  should  not  let  the  very  proper  enthusiasm  for  the 
subject  he  teaches  nor  pride  in  the  number  of  students  en- 
rolled in  his  department  cause  the  faculty  member  to  advise 
the  student  to  nec'lcct  hie  (general  education  in  order  to 
pile  up  credits  in  his  major  field  of  interest. 

Coming  down  to  the  frcsliman  and  sophomore  levels,  we 
also  occasionally  find  instances  vhere  strange  things  still 
happen.   For  instance,  during  the  summer  terra  a  third-term 
freshman  appeared  who  had  had  three  units  in  Education.   It 
ought  not  to  have  been  possible  for  this  to  happen,   "/e  also 
had  to  try  to  straighten  out  the  record  of  a  student  finish- 
ing his  sophomore  year  who  had  already  had  thirty-four  hours 
of  work  in  Agriculture.   These  things  are  contrary  to  sound 
educational  policy.   The  first  purpose  of  the  undergraduate 
is  to  make  a  broadly  educated  person.   The  place  for  con- 
centration and  specialization  is  in  the  gradua,te  school. 
That  is  what  graduate  schools  are  for. 

Let  us  keep  all  these  things  in  mind  as  we  raalte  out 
the  progT:'ains  of  students.

Both  the  Spring:  term  and  the  Summer  term  there  ^"ere 
two  students  who  ^'-ere  admitted  to  classes  who  had  not  ref;is- 
tered,  hadt  paid  no  fees  ?ind.  had  no  assi,^;nment  card.   In  order 
to  avoidL  this,  we  are  requesting  every  faculty  member  to 
check  all  studient  'assi[,-nm.ent  cards  to  be  sure  that  every 
student  ho  s  a  reg;istro,tion  number  before  he  is  adm.itted  to 
class.   The  instructor  in  the  classroom  is  the  only  person 
who  can  f;et  a  check  on  this  matter  soon  enoUt'^h  to  save  all 
sorts  of  embarransm.ent .   F-^.culty  members  will  be  held  strict- 
ly responsible  for  failure  to  exclude  all  people  who  have 
not  paid  their  fees. 


Concerning  Student  Em.ployes 

Because  it  har.  been  necessp.ry  to  reduce  both  the  num- 
ber of  State  employes  and  the  number  of  students  employed 
under  the  NYA,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  furnish  anywhere 
near  the  amount  of  student  help  that  was  furnished  last 
year.   The  NYA  appropriation  has  been  reduced  two-thirds 
on  this  campus,  and  state  funds  available  for  student  help 
have  been  cut  about  one-fifth.   Since  the  era  of  extra- 
ordinary expenditures  for  the  relief  of  unemployment  is 
ncarinf,'  its  close,  all  public  agencies  will  have  to  accustom 
themselves  to  conditions  that  prevailed  before  the  relief 
agencies  were  organized.   There  is  no  way  to  do  anything 
else. 
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Last  ^/-car  a  few  unhappy''  Instances  arose  in  connection 
'•'ith  ir£A   employes.   In  a  fe^v  instances  faculty  mcnbcrs 
failoCL  to  trice  the  responsibility  for  sceinf;  that  the  stu- 
dents vere  profitably  enploycd  for  the  full  number  of  hours 
for  v'jiich  they  v^orc  paid.   If  a  faculty  member  docs  not 
have  serious  and  important  work  to  take  up  all  of  the  time 
of  the  student  ^"ho  has  been  assi:;ned'to  him  he  should  re- 
port the  fact  to  I.Irs.  Gum's  office,  so  that  she  can  see 
that  the  student  receives  an  assir;nment  to  utilize  his 
unused  tim.e. 

Several  other  misunderstandings  arose  over  situations 
where  one  faculty  member  undertook  to  direct  the  work  of 
a  student  who  had  been  assicjned  to  another  faculty  member. 
It  is  extremely  hard  for  anyone  to  v.rork  for  more  than  one 
boss.   Federal  Student  Aid  students  are  responsible  to  the 
fo.culty  member  to  vhom  they  have  been  assi£;ned.  and.  to  him 
alone. 


A  R c c o mm c n d a 1 1 o n  from  the  Faculty  Scnrte 

At  the  last  mcetl.n(^;  of  the  Faculty  Senate  held  dcuring 
the  Summer  ter.m,  tlio  following;  resolution  was  passed  anci 
referred  to  the  President  for  further  action:

"7/e  believe  this  action  is  justified  by  virtue 
of  — 

1.  Tliis  C'rowinf;  student  criticism  and 
dem.oralization  resulting:;  from  this 
rapidly  increasinL';  practice. 

•  2,    The  questionable  competence  of  under- 
f;;radua.te  students  to  do  this  type  of 
■  work, 

3.  The  fact  that,  by  removinf.;  one  of 
the  principal  burdens  of  teaehint"; 
from  those  usinf:;  such  student  help, 
a  false  concept  of  teachinr-load  is 
established. 

"We  believe,  further,  that  the  size  of  classes 
should  be  kept  sufficiently  low  as  to  make  possible 
the  careful  [^radinf;  of  all  examination  papers  by  the 
respective  faculty  members." 
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This  resolution  scons  to  bo  sound  in  p.ll  respects  n.nd 
hp.s  the  full  ondorscncnt  of  this  office.   Student  papers 
may  properly  "be  graded  by  students  only  where  they  arc 
simple  objective  type  exaninations  where  the  clement  of 
judgment  does  not  enter  into  the  scoring  of  them  at  all. 
Even  in  such  cases  as  this,  the  scoring  should  be  done  in 
the  office  of  the  faculty  member  under  his  direction  and 
only  by  a  student  whose  maturity  and  training  are  clearly 
superior  to  that  of  the  members  of  the  class  whose  papers 
are  being  scored. 

In  no  case  should  students  be  permitted  to  toJ^e  papers 
out  of  the  faculty  member's  office  for  grading.   One  instance 
was  reported  last  year  where  a  sophomore  v/as  grading  the 
papers  of  a  faculty  member  in  the  University  Cafe  before  a 
gallery  of  members  of  the  class  who  were  giving  him  fa- 
cetious advice  about  the  job.   No  member  of  the  faculty 
who  has  regard  for  the  scholarly  integrity  of  his.  work  and 
for  the  reputation  which  his  work  will  establish  through 
the  years  would  want  anything  like  this  to  happen. 


Freshman  Tests  to  be  Completed  Thur sday 

All  freshmen  who  have  not  taken  their  Intelligence 
Test  will  be  excused  from  the  second,  hour  class  on  Thursd-ay. 
The  tests  will  be  given  in  the  Assembly  room  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  Allyn  Building  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Thalman.   Freshman  sponsors  will  sec  that  vail  freshmen  v/ho 
have  not  talicn  the  test  -orcsent  themselves  without  fail.

On  Chan^inr;  Weekly  Clrns  Schedules 

Several  times  none  confusion  has  resulted  this  Fall  be- 
cause^ faculty  members  have  arbitrarily  chnjif;ed  their  off- 
days  without  [giving  the  students  in  their  classes  due  notice. 
Since  the  students'  work  is  also  important,  and  since  a 
large  number  of  students  have  outside  work  of  various  sorts 
for  i-'hich  they  are  responsible,  to  say  nothing  of  ^ork  in 
the  training  schools,  off  days  that  have  been  worked  into 
their  weekly  schedules  should  not  be  changed  except  ^'hen 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  do  so.   In  such  cases  the 
student  should  have  several  days'  notice  that  the  change  is 
going  to  be  made.   If,  in  spite  of  such  notice,  a  student 
has  other  obligations  that  he  cannot  well  give  up,  he  certain- 
ly should  not  be  asked  to  take  an  official  cut  if   he  is 
absent  from  class  when  the  class  meets  on  a  day  ^rhen  it  "'as 
not  scheduled  to  meet. 


The  October  Magazines 


The  offering  of  the  October  magazines  is  especially 
rich  in  stimulating  articles.  Harpers  contains  two  that 
ought  to  be  read  by  every  college  teacher.  The  first  of 
these  is  the  leading  article  of  the  month,  "Balance  What 
Budget?",  by  David  Cushman  Coyle,  and  the  second  is  an  art- 
icle by  Donald  Slcsingcr  entitled  "Professor's  Freedom". 
The  Slesinger  article  is  particularly  apropos  because  it 
deals  with  some  of  the  pettiness  that  is  found  on  every  cam- 
pus. 

Scribner's  has  an  article  by  John  R.  Tunis  who  has 
written  a  half  dozen  or  more  articles  during  the  past  few 
years  that  are  more  or  less  critical  of  college  education. 
This  one  is  called,  "Selling  Scholarship  Short",  and  deals 
with  the  over-aggressive,  unethical  practices  of  colleges  in 
securing  students.   It  is  a  fine  exposition  of  what  not  to 
do  in  promoting  enrollment.   In  the  Atlantic  Monthly  Wilson 
Follett  has  an  article  on  the  "Death  of  the  Sentence",  which 
is  interesting  and  to  some  of  us,  disturbing. 

I  believe  most  emphatically  that  one  of  our  first  re- 
sponsibilities as  teachers  in  an  undergraduate  college  is  to 
arouse  in  the  students  an  intelligent,  critical,  rather 
general  interest  in  what  is  going  on  in  the  present  I'forld, 
I  know  of  no  other  single  device  that  will  do  this  better 
than  to  start  them  reading  the  g'ood  magazines,   I  wish  it 
\-'ere  possible  to  get  every  student  to  read  David  Cushman 
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Coylc'c  article  in  the  current  Harpers  at  Icact. 


Co^imittec  I-IoctinrCG  at  the  Chapel  Pcrind 

It  ic.  bcco/ning  evident  that  there  arc  not  cnouf;h  vacant 
Chapel  periods  to  accoronodatc  all  the  ncetings  that  arc  be- 
inc  called  for  these  periods,  especially  neetincs  of  faculty 
groups.   Naturally,  this  is  the  most  convenient  period  for 
such  ncetings,  but  unfortunately,  most  of  the  large  faculty 
committees  have  overlapping  memberships.   Where  the  vrork  is 
important,  as  it  alv/ayc  ought  to  be,  it  is  unsatisfactory 
to  have  these  committee  meetings  at  the  same  time  v.'ith  re- 
sulting partial  attendance.   I  have  been  vondering  lately, 
as  I  road  the  announcements  for  these  meetings,  what  vas 
done  ^^'hcn  the  College  Chapel  nas  held  every  day.   The  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  is  up  to  the  committee  chairmen. 

No  meetings  at  all  should  be  held  on  llonday  or  on   Fri- 
day.  To  do  so  conveys  the  r-rnng  suggestion  to  the  students, 
since  ve  .are  asking  them  to  attend  nn  these  days.   These 
periods  vill  be  used  for  general  purposes  that  ^-e  hope  r.iay 
also  have  something  important  to  do  v'lth  the  students'  educa^ 
tion. 


The  Freshman  Orientation 

As  the  period  of  orientation  and  initiatinn  for  the 
freshmen  drcav's  to  a  close,  those  of  us  vho  have  had  no  part 
in  it  should  observe  that  the  job  of  inducting  the  ne^  students 
this  year  was  done  superlatively  v/cll.   No  doubt  I.Iiss  Bovyer, 
the  freshman  sponsors,  and  the  clerical  staff  have  observed 
points  by  rhich  the  process  mcay  still  be  improved,  but  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  Administration  it  has  been  a  good  Job.

"The  1  inanci.'^'.l  success  of  Homecorainf;  depends  on  how  well 
the  students  [;et   behind  the  ticket  sale  drive.

No  Excuse  for  Irrcr.^ularities  in  I.Iectinr:  Classes 

Throe  or  four  times  during  the  past  two  years,  and  a.^^ain 
within  the  past  week,  reports  have  been  made  about  faculty 
irrof.ularities  in  meetinf;  or  holding;  classes.   Except  in  in- 
stances when  a  faculty  member  is  away  from  Carbondale  for 
some  f;ood  reason,  he  is  expected  to  meet  his  classes  on  time, 
and  to  hold  them  for  the  full  time  of  the  class  period. 
Instances  where  a  member  of  the  faculty  needs  to  be  late  in 
meetinr;  his  class  or  where  it  ic  necessary  to  dismiss  a  class 
before  the  close  of  the  period  oufiit  to  be  very  rare. 

Colle.:,c  teaching  is  not  supposed  to  be  a  sinecure.   The 
assumption  behind  the  small  number  of  actual  hours  of  teaching 
is  that  the  collere  teacher  ^-dll  need  to  spend  many  hours 
doinG  "two  other  things;   first,  reading,  experiment  and  writ-

College  tj'i"^'cs.   In  cases  where  both  scholarly  "'ork  and  extra 
class  teachinf  are  not  done  there  is  no  excuse  for  a  six- 
teen hour  week,  much  less  for  a  sixteen  hour  ^veek  in  which 
some  of  the  hours  are  skimped. 


We  Arc  Judp;ed  By  Appearance 

Some  recent  visits  to  the  Teachers  College  at  Cape 
G-irardeau  and  to  two  very  fine  high  schools  in  southern  Illi- 
nois suggest  the  following  observations: 

In  the  physical  equipment  and  in  the  housing  of  some  of 
its  d^cpartments  this  College  is  now  not  up  to  the  standards 
of  some  of  the  best  high  schools  in  its  area.   This  contrr.st 
cannot  help  but  be  observed  to  our  disadvantage  by  students 
from  those  high  schools  '"hen  they  visit  the  College.   Un- 
fortunately, not  much  can  be  done  about  this  very  quiclily, 
without  spending;  more  money  than  we  can  possibly  get. 

One  tiling  that  we  can  do,  however,  is  to  see  to  it  thrt 
everything  that  v/e  do  have  is  kept  in  first  class  condition. 
We  do  not  want  to  give  the  appearance  of  a  down  at  the  heels, 
inefficiently  manag:ed  institution.   To  this  end  the  "'hole

Department  Heads  Have  Authority  and  Responsibility 

Several  times  before  the  statement  hiiF-   been  made  that 
all  matters  other  than  personal  natters  betveen  faculty  mem- 
bers and  the  Administration  arc  to  be  handled  throuf^'h  the 
department  heads.   It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  a  faculty 
member  is  '-'clcome  to  come  to  the  office  at  any  time  T>'ith  any 
sug[;estion  or  proposal  for  the  improvement  of  the  school, 
but  in  matters  affecting  the  department,  courtesy  requires 
that  the  matter  be  discussed  vith  the  department  head  first, 
and  if  possible,  handled  v.'ithin  the  department.   This  is  the 
only  sound  principle  of  administration. 

The  same  principle  applies  to  committees  or  individuals 
vho  have  been  appointed  to  care  for  certain  m.attcrs.   Re- 
sponsibility that  has  been  committed  to  a  department  head 
should  not  be  exercised  by  the  adm.inistration  ^"ithout  con- 
sult inc  the  individual  to  ^-hom  it  has  been  committed.

Keeping  Within  a  Limited  Budget 

During  the  past  f  e^^:  days  Mr,  Miles  has  been  meeting  De- 
partment Heads  requesting  reductions  in  the  quarterly  requis- 
itions that  have  been  submitted.   Members  of  the  faculty  vill 
understand  that  since  a  large  pn.rt  of  the  revolving  fund  has 
been  temporarily  tied  up  in  the  book  exchange,  '"c   are  limited 
for  the  time  being  to  the  state  appropriation  for  supplies  and 
equipment.   Since  this  appropriation  ^"as  increased  only  fifteen 
per  cent  v/hile  prices  have  risen  much  m.ore  than  that,  this  re- 
quisition and  the  next  one  vill  have  to  be  very  light. 

The  operating  cost  of  the  College,  of  C''^ursc,  can  not  be 
reduced  very  much,  since  it  is  very  largely  beyond  our  control. 
We  cannot  reduce  the  cost  of  coal,  for  example,  '"hen  the  price 
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hn.r,   been  incrensod.   Other  operating  costs,  such  rip  those  for 
li(ht,  vater,  and  telephone  services,  can  be  reduced  sub- 
strait  ially  if  every  member  of  the  staff,  includinLT  all  student 
helpers,  rill  see  to  it  that  these  cervices  are  not  v/asted. 
In  some  instances  v/o  have  been  especially  careless  .about 
lir;hts.   The  Gymnasium,  the  Little  Theater,  and  tlie  Auditorium 
arc  the  places  where  the  bif^^-^cst  'tastes  are  likely  to  occur. 
All  people  v'ho  are  in  charge  of  activities  in  these  places 
at  any  time  rill  please  do  everything  possible  to  avoid  v'a.sto. 
Every  dollar's  worth  of  unnecessary  v.astc  that  ^"o  save  can, 
throur^h  savings  made  in  the  revolving  fund,  bo  used  to  buy 
substantial  things  that  ^-e  really  need. 


Report  of  the  Librr.ry 

The  Director  of  the  Library,  Mr.  Bosley,  has  presented 
an  interesting  first  report  for  the  year.   The  report  indicates 
that  the  Librnry  is  moving  forvard.   I  regret  very  much  that 
the  purchcase  of  books  has  to  be  reduced  temporcarily  for  reasons 
that  have  already  been  explained.   We  v.'ili  restore  it  just  <as 
sonn  as  some  of  our  revolving  fund  is  available  again  for 
general  use. 

Mr.  Bosley  has  asked  that  a  policy  be  established  to 
govern  loans  of  bnoks  to  faculty  members.   He  reports  that  a 
large  number  of  books  are  charged  out  to  faculty  members,  and 
thrt  some  of  them  have  been  out  for  a  year  or  more.   In  a 
library  as  small  as  ours,  in  which  there  is  only  one  copy  of 
most  of  the  books,  re  cannot  Justify  excessively  long  terra 
loans  to  faculty  members.   Under  ordinary  circum.stances, 
fn.culty  members  sh'^uld  not  keep  books  out  any  longer  than 
students  are  permitted  to  keep  them  out.   Under  special 
circumstances,  where  the  faculty  member  is  using  a  library 
book  in  connection  vith  his  teaching  throughout  a  term,  or 
when  lie  is  using  it  for  some  writing  or  research  v-ork  that 
he  may  be  doing,  a  book  may  be  checked  out  for  a  term  of  for 
the  remainder  of  a  term.   Henceforth,  ■'•'e  shall  m.ake  it  a 
practice  for  the  Library  to  call  in  all  books  that  have  been 
Issued  to  faculty  members  at  the  close  '^f  each  term  without 
any  exceptions.

There  is  no  place  for  tho  trivial  cubjcct  natter, 
the  pof^rly  prepared  addrops,  the  unfiniphcd  nupical  pcrior.-.i- 
"^.nee,  or  anything  else  th.at  Ir.   of  poor  cu.ality.   '.Then  '-c 
lecture,  ve  pJiould  talk  .about  pubject-^  that  enuld  conceivably 
Goc'.u  interopting  .'.nd  i.'vportant  to  the  particular  p.udienoc 
v/hor.i  ve  are  invited  to  oddrc^^o.   A  pubject  that  nnuld  be  ex- 
c  -llcnt  for  a  chapter  of  the  A'^.ierican  APGociation  of  Univer pi- 
ty Pr'-ifespors  might  be  very   bad  for  a  farriers'  inctitute  or 
oven  a  teacherp'  inptltuto. 

We  alpo  need  to  rcncr.ibcr  th.at  '"c   arc  te.\chcrG  and  thet 
ap  teacherp  our  Job  io  neccpparily  a  gra-dual  and  a  plor;  one; 

Thip  -.ic'^np 
that  '"c  :":iust  keep  cver-lactingly  .".t  tJic  job  of  public  en- 
lightenment, but  '-'c  Dupt  not  lopc  our  heads  if  our  vie-P  do 
not  at  once  prevail.   The  truth  can  afford  to  ^-rit,  ami  then, 
of  courpo,  there  is  alvo.yp  the  ch.ance  that  "-e  ma;.''  not  have  a 
nonopoly  of  the  truth. 

V.Cien  the  n.aterial  ^'.?e  are  presenting  involves  controvcrt- 
cial,  social,  or  ethical  issuep,  ^"c  nust  remember  the  Drinciple 
that  indopondent  adults  cannot  bo  taught  ^"hen  they  arc 
frightened  or  when  they  are  angry;  thn.t  the  old  rliyne,

holds  true  alv'r,ys.   If  ^''c  are  to  cr<rry  conviction,  our  technique 
of  presentation,  our  ta.ct,  our  Judgment  of  relative  values,  our 
respect  for  the  harmless  prejudices  -^nd  our  understanding  of 
the  limitations  in  vision  of  our  audiences,  is  apt  to  be  very 
much  more  im;oortant  than  our  logic.

As  'nc   all  know,  this  is  National  Education  Week.   A  pro- 
fp^am  of  chp.pel  exercises  has  been  prepared  to  observe  the 
v/eek.   Hov/ever,  the  chapel  pro5;rams  are  probably  not  enou[;h, 
and  other  thinc;s  may  be  done  casually  and  deliberately  by 
me.'ibcrs  of  the  faculty  to  indoctrinate  the  students  with  a 
deep  appreciation  for  our  system  of  public . education,  one  of 
the  few  really  macnif leant  ori^.:inal  contributions  that  we 
have  made  to  the  civilization  of  the  world. 

I  was  interested  last  \iee\z   in  the  remark  vritli  which  one 
of  our  students  prefaced  a  question  about  Ruth  Bryan  Ov.'en.   He 
said,  "ViTe  tniie  our  free,  democratic  institutions  of  hin;her 
education  for  .^ranted."   No  doubt  this  is  true,  but  I  think 
perhaps  there  is  some  dancer  in  the  fact.   It  is  possible  to 
take  a  great  privilege  so  much  for  granted  that  the  great 
majority  of  people  fail  altogether  to  be  concerned  about 
attacks  upon  it  until  those  attacks  have  become  really  dan^ger- 
oua. 


Judging  from  what  certain  sinister  forces  that  are 
actively  at  work  to  restrict  the  public  schools  to  the  elcncn- 
tary  level  and  to  hamstring  and  dominate  them  in  every  other 
v/ay  have  been  able  to  do  with  the  schools  of  a  great  city  like 
Chicago,  there  really  are  very  important  reasons  why  ''-e  should 
be  working  hard  to  generate  passionate  loyalties  to  the  ideal 
of  a  free  state  supported  public  school  from  the  kindergarten 
to  the  graduate  college.   This  is  the  very  heart  of  democracy 
both  in  the  literal  sense  of  government  by  the  people,  and  in 
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the  brondcr  sense  of  a  society  in  '.-'hich  no   vn.lucs  except  the 
'-orth  or  the  hu-nan  individual  arc  recognized  as  fund.'^ncntal. 
Those  of  us  whose  duties  ta^.e  un  to  the  battle  front  for  the 
public  schools  have  many  reacons  to  believe  that  ve  cannot 
take  public  education  too  nuch  for  f;rantcd.

Questionnaire  from  the  Faculty  Senate 

Some  veeks  ago  in  casual  conversation  ^-ith  one  of  the 
memboi-s  of  the  Faculty  Senate  the  question  of  professional 
ethics  for  collef;e  teachers  came  up.   At  this  time  I  sugfTosted 
that  the  Faculty  Senate  mif_;ht  ^vell  make  the  formulation  of  a 
code  of  ethics  for  the  college  faculty  member  one  of  its 
projects.   As  I  understand  it,  the  su{;p;estion  ".'as  subsequently 
taken  to  the  Senate  as  a  v.'hole  and  discussed  at  length,  ^^'ith 
the  result  that  the  Senate  has  decided  to  underta.ke  to  form^- 
ulate  such  a  code. 

It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  the  code  v'hich  is 
formulated  vdll  operate  only  in  the  vay  in  r-hlch  the  ethical 
codes  of  other  professions  are  expected  to  operate.   The  ad

All  Examinations  Will  be  on  Schedule 

I  believe  it  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  ethics  that  no 
member  of  a  group  should  ask  for  pri^'ileges  that  could  not  be 
granted  to  every  member  of  the  group  without  demoralizing  or 
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disor^^anizinc  the  enterprise  in  which  the  f^roup  is  engaged. 
This  principle  ^vould  <"'.pply  to  both  ntudents  n.nd  faculty  in  the 
giving;  and  taking  of  final  examinations. 

Accordingly,  final  exaniinations  are  not  to  be  given 
except  at  the  hours  for  n-hich  they  are  scheduled  and  every 
faculty  nie"ibor  is  expected  to  give  an  cxar.iination  v;hich  can  be 
decently  characterized  as  a  tvo  hour  examination.   Students 
T'/ho  have  good  reason  to  be  granted  permission  to  take  their 
final  exa'iinrtion  ahead  of  schedule  must  secure  permission  to 
do  so  from  I.Ir.  ^.Vhajn.   There  ought  to  be  very  few  such  students, 

In  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Administration  last  '"cek 
the  question  of  vhat  is  to  be  done  about  students  v'ho  finish 
the  examination  before  the  period  is  over  was  discussed  at 
some  length.   The  objection  to  letting  them  leave  the  room 
as  sonn  as  they  have  turned  their  papers  in  is  that  in  doing 
so  they  sometimes  disturb  other  students  in  their  ovn  class 
and  otlier  classes.   On  the  other  hand,  it  certainly  is 
offensive  to  the  dignity  of  an  adult  to  ask  him  to  sit  and 
tv.'iddle  his  thumbs  when  he  might  be  enjoying  the  leisure  to 
which  he  is  entitled  because  of  his  superior  efficiency.   Each 
faculty  m.ember  may  settle  this  question  as  he  thinks  best.   It 
would  be  my  judgment  that  students  fr.hou.ld  be  cautioned  to  be 
careful  not  to  disturb  other  classes  after  they  leave  and 
permitted  to  go  when  they  have  finished  their  work. 


Final  G-rades  Due  Friday,  November  26 

Final  grades  for  the  Fall  quarter  of  1937  are  due  in  the 
office  on  Friday,  November  26  at  one  o'clock. 

Faculty  members  are  requested  to  post  the  final  grades  of 
the  students,  prcierabl3/'  by  number,  on  the  classroom  or  de- 
partmental bulletin  board  in  order  that  students  may  be  in- 
formed of  tlicir  grades  before  completing  registration  on 
I.Ionday,  November  29.   It  is  im.possible  for  the  office  to  give 
out  all  of  these  grades  on  that  day. 


Registering  Superior  Students 

It  has  been  suggested  that  faculty  members  who  malie  out 
students'  cards,  particularly  for  freshmen  and  sophomore 
classes,  pay  more  attention  to  the  students  who  have  both  high 
intelligence  ratings  and  excellent  scholarship  records.

Reristration 


•^.nd  the  Book  Exchange 


Mr.  Purdy  has  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
a  relation  between  re£;istration  for  some  of  the  courses  and 
the  book  exchanr;e.   Other  things  beinc  equal  we  should  not 
register  nore  students  for  a  course  than  there  are  books 
available  in  the  book  exchange.   For  r.iost  courses  the  nunber 
of  books  available  will  permit  larger  classes  than  '"e  ought 
to  have  anyvray. 

We  have  a  very  heavy  investment  in  the  book  exchange 
now  and  wc  would  like  to  have  the  cooperation  of  all  faculty 
members  to  keep  from  making  any  increases  in  it  that  are  not 
absolutely  nccesvsary  for  the  remainder  of  this  year. 


Election  Code  for  Student  Or f ,-an i z a t i o n s 

The  following  code  has  been  formulated  to  govern  the 
election  of  officers  for  campus  organizations  in  which  as  m.any 
as  twenty  students  are  eligible  to  participate.   It  applies 
to  all  student  orgp.nizatlonr  except  the  student  council  which 
is  elected  as  its  constitution  prescribes. 

1.  Notice  of  any  election  must  appear  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  election  is  held.   Tlie  organ- 
ization holding  the  election  shall  publioh  such 
notice  in  the  Egyptian  and  post  it  upon  t'."o  bulletin 
boards  located  in  conspicuous  places  upon  the  campus, 

2.  A  list  of  eligible  voters  must  be  prepared  by 
the  secretary  of  the  organization  or  by  someone 
appointed  by  the  faculty  sponsor.   This  list  m.ust 
be  approved  by  the  faculty  sponsor. 

3.  A  typewritten  or  mimeographed  ballot  must  be 
used  in  all  elections.   Only  official  ballots  '-'ill 
be  counted. 


4.  One  ballot  "'ill  be  issued  to  each  voter  whose 
name  appears  upon  the  list  of  eligible  particip.ants. 

5,  One  ballot  '"ill  be  received  from,  each  voter  and 
placed  in  a  sealed  ballot  box  by  election  tellers 
appointed  by  the  faculty  sponsor. 
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6.  Votes  ^-'111  bo  counted  in  the  presence  ^f  the 

fr.culty  sponsor  by  persons  n.ppointed  by  the  sa-.To  nuthority, 

7,  Friilurc  to  observe  n.ny   one  of  the  above  provis- 
ions v'ill  rvUtor.i-^.ticr^.lly  nullify  the  election. 

The  nbove  code  v'p.s  drr.wn  up  by  the  Student  Council  and 
ratified  by  the  student  body.   It  has  ny  conplete  approval. 


Explaininf:  Our  Pension  T.ani':lc 

Attention  h,'^  s  been  called  to  the  fact  that  s'^ne  faculty 
^le-.ibers  do  not  understand  fully  the  regulations  under  which  i';e 
are  asked  to  contribute  to  a  state  tccachers  pension  fund  n-hich 
has  no  connection  vrhatsoever  with  the  encritus  salary  for 
v.'hich  the  Teachers  Colle^^e  Board  has  arranged.   The  explanation 
is  that  it  ^-'ould  require  an  act  of  the  Legislature  to  absolve 
teachers  college  faculty  ne'ibers  of  the  ^landate  to  contribute 
to  the  Illinois  State  Institution  Pension  and  Retirement  Fund, 
whether  or  not  other  provisions  have  been  r.ade  for  thci.   An 
atte'ipt  ^^'as  r.iade  at  the  Ip.st  session  of  the  Legislature  to 
straitj'hton  out  the  tangle,  but  nothing  ^"as  done  about  it.   V/e 
arc  reprinting"  belor  both  the  la^-  r;lth  reference  to  the 
pension  fund  and  the  regulations  ^"hich  apply  to  the  emeritus 
salaries  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges.   The  less  discussion 
and  agitation  about  this  natter  there  is  just  nov;,  the  better 
it  vdll  be  for  the  emeritus  plan. 

The  Illinois  State  Institutions  Teachers'  Pension  and 
Retirc-.ient  Fund  created  in  1915  provides  as  follov/s: 

Contributions — Elective  or  Cor.pulsory 

Any  person  employed  as  a  teacher  in  any  state  school  be- 
fore September  1,  1920  may  elect  to  become  a  contributor 

to  the  fund. 

Any  person  accepting  a  position  in  a  state  school  after 
July  1,  1915  shall  be  conclusively  deemed  a  compulsory 

contributor. 

Contributions 

Contributors  to  the  fund  are  divided  into  the  folloving 
classes : 

Class  1-Those  ^-'ho  have  taught  10  years  or  fe^-'cr 

than  10  years. 
Class  2-Those  vjho  have  taught  more  than  10  years, 

but  not  more  than  15  years. 
Class  5-Those  v/ho  have  taUvght  more  than  15  years.

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Regulations  for  Emeritus  Service 

in  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  of  Illinois 

Section  I.        The  mandatory  retirement  ace  for  persons  in 

the  employ  of  the  Normal  School  Board  as  presidents 
or  as  teachers  in  the  teachers  colleges  of  Illinois 
shall  be  seventy  years.   Retirement  may  be  per- 
missive at  the  age  of  sixty-five. 

Section  II.       The  date  of  retirement  for  persons  provided 
for  in  Section  I  shall  be  the  close  of  the  regular 
college  year  during  which  these  ages  are  attained. 

Section  III.      A  teacher,  v;ho,  by  reason  of  disability  cannot 
remain  in  service  until  the  age  of  sixty-five,  may, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  President  and  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  be  retired  prior  to  thpt 
age  provided  he  meets  the  requirements  of  Section 
IV,  but  emeritus  salary  shall  not  begin  until  age 
sixty-five. 

Section  IV.       A  teacher  who  has  served  thirty-five  years 
in  public  education,  twenty  years  of  which  must 
have  been  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  of 
Illinois,  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  an  annual 
emeritus  salary. 

Section  V.        A  teacher  who  is  employed  in  a  State  Teachers 
College  of  Illinois  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
these  rcgTilations,  who  meets  all  requirements 
other  than  that  of  twenty  years  of  service  in  the 
Str'ite  Teachers  Colleges  of  Illinois,  may  be  eligible 
to  receive  an  emeritus  salary  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  president  and  the  approval  of  this 
Board. 

Section  VI.       Annual  emeritus  salaries  shall  be  determined 
by  talcing  the  nearest  ^50.00  unit  to  Z>bfo   of  the 
median  salary  provided  in  the  salary  schedule  for 
teachers  at  the  beginning  of  each  college  year  as 
a  base  for  G-roup  IV;  add  $100  as  the  base  for 
G-roup  III;  add  feoo  as  the  base  for  Group  II;  and 
add  S300  as  the  base  for  G-roup  I.   In  each  case 
add  fco.OO  for  each  year  of  service  between  twenty 
years  and  thirty-five  years  in  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges  of  Illinois.   (The  groups  referred  to  here 
are  provided  in  the  salary  schedule  approved  by 
the  Board  on  Fcbru.^ry  6,  1929.)  A  teacher's 
emeritus  salary  depends  upon  the  group  to  v;hich  he 
belongs  at  the  time  of  retirement.

Section  VII.      A  President  of  a  State  Teachers  College  in

Since  the  chief  purpose  of  hrvinr:  the  f;rades 
turned  in  is  to  isolate  the  failures  in  time  for  rof;istration 
on  Monday,  each  instructor  will  be  held  responsible  for  turn- 
in^^  in  grades  for  ell  students  in  all  classes  who  appear 
likely  to  make  D  or  less.

Rer;istration  Instructions 

Since  this  will  be  the  Inst  Bulletin  that  will  be  issued 
before  registration  a  number  of  important  announcements  and 
cp.utions  concerning  registration  need  to-be  made  at  this  time. 
I  hope  the  members  of  the  faculty  will  keep  all  of  them  in  mind. 

1,  Registration  begins  at  seven-thirty,  and  all  faculty 
members  are  expected  to  be  on  duty  a.t  this  time. 

2.  Freshman  and  sophomore  sponsors  should  be  at  some  pains 
to  see  to  it  that  the  students  work  in  the  general  requirements 
given  on  page  36  of  the  catalog  as  fast  as  the  size  of  the 
classes  will  permit.   Most  of  the  objections  which  are  ra.ised 

to  talcing  100  and  200  courses  result  from  the  students'  not 
having  succeeded  in  fulfilling  the  general  requirements  early. 
Sometimes  the  cause  is  the  student's  desire  to  concentrate 
before  he  should  be  permitted  to  do  so,  a.nd  sometimes  it  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  he  finds  himself  unable  to  get  into  the  class 
because  it  is  closed  too  early. 

There  are  also  a  few  departments  where  it  appears  that 
the  students  are  encouraged  to  concentrate  far  beyond  what 
sound  educational  policy  would  dictate.   Unless  a  student  is  a 
special  student  definitely  preparing  for  some  immediate  goal, 
either  to  work  or  to  transfer  to  some  other  school,  he  should 
not  be  permitted  to  specialize  at  the  expense  of  his  general 
education  during  his  first  two  years* 

Classes  in  subjects  that  freshmen  and  sophomores  have  to 
take  v.'ill  necessarily  bo  larger  than  they  ought  to  be  since  '-e 
have  an  increased  student  load*   V/e  shall  enlarge  the  staffs  of 
these  departments  as  fast  as  the  budget  will  permit,  but  under 
existing  conditions  we  must  give  the  students  a  chance  to  do 
what  wc   tell  them  to  do. 
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3.  The  corollary  of  what  has  been  said  above  Ir.  that 
freshmen  and  sophomores  should  not  be  permitted  to  tnJke  300 
courses  except  for  very  obvious  specip.l  reasons.   Some  leeway, 
of  course,  may  be  given  in  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the 
sophomore  year,  especially  where  closed  classes  make  it  hard  to 
do  anything  else,  but  by  and  large  ve  should  adhere  to  this 
principle. 

4.  It  is  very  important  during  registrntion  for  faculty 
members  who  malce  out  cards  to  ask  the  students  to  return  class 
tickets  for  the  courses  dropped  when  they  come  to  have  their 
cards  changed.   There  are  two  reasons  for  this.   (1)  If  the 
ticket  is  retained  the  stud_ent  may  make  some  effort  to  take 
more  work  than  he  is  registered  for,  with  resulting  confusion 
and  disappointment  later  on.   (2)  ^flhen   courses  are  changed  and 
class  tickets  a.re  not  returned,  a  class  may  sometimes  be  thought 
by  the  instructor  to  be  closed  when,  if  the  class  tickets  for 
changed  courses  were  to  be  returned  to  the  department  head, 
there  would  be  room  in  the  class  for  other  students. 

5.  To  these  instructions  Mr,  Scott,  Chairman  of  the  Re- 
gistration Committee,  adds  the  following  additional  ones: 

One  of  the  weak  spots  in  the  past  registration  has  been 
the  inaccuracy,  due  to  changes  in  schedule,  of  the  directory 
cards.   The  cooperntion  of  all  examiners  is  needed  to  improve 
this  condition.   This  will  avoid  the  necessity  of  making  any 
changes  in  assignment  cards  after  the  directory  cards  have  been 
turned  in.   Many  of  the  changes  in  the  past  have  been  necessary 
because  of  the  failure  of  students  in  courses  that  are  pre- 
requisite to  courses  the  student  wants  to  take  the  next  term. 
Examiners  will  not  assign  such  courses  until  they  are  certain 
the  student  has  passed  his  prerequisite  course.   All  faculty 
members  care  asked  to  bring  their  grade  books  on  registration  day 
so  tha.t  the  students  who  are  in  doubt  can  obtain  their  grades 
when  necessary, 

6.  The  working  sheets,  mimeographed  copies  of  the  assign- 
ment cards,  will  bo  used  for  registration  until  the  student's 
program  is  completed  and  class  cards  are  obtained.   The  examiner 
and  the  examiner  only  v-m  then  copy  in  ink  on  the  regular 
assignment  card  the  perfected  program  and  sign  it  in  the 
indicated  place.   This  is  to  avoid  having  students  make  out 
their  own  programs. 

7.  When  more  or  less  than  the  regular  load  for  the  student 
seems  advisable  he  should  be  assigned  the  doubtful  classes  and 

a  notation  made  that  the  approval  of  Dean  Wham  is  required.   The 
student  will  then  complete  registration  and  secure  the  Dean's 
approval  at  the  first  opportunity. 

8.  Examiners  will  avoid  making  any  changes  in  assignment 
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cards  after  the  directory  cards  have  been  turned  in.   If  any 
such  chnnc^s  are  made  each  examiner  should  personally  see  that 
the  student  makes  the  necessary  corrections  on  all  directory 
cards. 

9.   A  faculty  member  should  not  admit  a  student  to  a  class 
unless  the  assif;nmcnt  card  h£is  on  it  the  ret~;istration  number 
indicating  that  he  has  f;one  through  the  regialar  registration 
procedure. 


Faculty  Senate  Recommendations

The  Faculty  Senate  has  made  the  follov/ing  recommendations 
for  registration.   We  shall  consider  these  recommendations  to 
be  in  effect. 

1.  Freshman  sponsors  shnll  be  relieved  of  extra  regist- 
ration duties. 

2.  All  sponsors  who  have  non-registration  duties,  such 

as  bookstore,  band  try-outs,  medical  examinations,  shall  be  re- 
lieved of  sponsor  duties  on  registration  days, 

3.  The  duties  of  freshman,  sophomore,  and  senior  college 
sponsors  shall  not  overlrp. 

4.  All  college  faculty  members  should  share  in  registration 
duties. 

The  othor  suggestions  which  the  Faculty  Senate  made  have 
been  covered  above  or  in  the  special  bulletin  vjhich  the  Registrar 
issued  last  veek;

Some  Observations  Sup:r-;Gsted  by  Fall  Torn  Gr^-idcs 

About  one  student  out  of  every  five  during;  the  Fall  Term 
had  an  average  below  2.75  and  vr-i.s,  therefore,  placed  on  the 
list  of  students  who  should  be  warned  about  lo'-  grades. 
This  secns  to  ne  to  be  a  very  lar^c  proportion.   It  is  true, 
of  course,  that  a  low  average  for  one  tern  does  not  mean 
that  an  individual  student  cannot  still  fb^adunte  with  a 
fairly  [rood  average.   But  it  does  mean  that  during  the  Fall 
Tern  the  grading  done  by  the  faculty  nust  have  been  rather 
severe. 

An  exarnination  of  the  graphs  turned  in  by'  faculty  mem- 
bers shows  great  variation  in  grading  by  different  teachers. 
It  is  true,  I  suppose,  that  sone  subjects  are  naturally 
harder  than  others*   It  is  also  true  that  in  sor.ie  dopartnents, 
where  only  a  few  deeply  interested  upper  class  majors  in 
the  field  are  registered  in  a  special  class,  we  should  ex- 
pect high  grades  and  no  failures.   In  spite  of  these  allow- 
ances, a  critical  examination  of  the  grade  graphs  still 
points  to  the  conclusion  that  some  faculty  members  fail  too 
m.any  people  and  some  not  enough,  but  that  on  the  whole,  the 
grading  is  perhaps  somewhat  more  severe  than  it  needs  to  be. 

Incidentally,  it  may  be  said  that  I  have  very  little 
patience  with  the  idea  that  the  college  teacher  discharges 
his  whole  responsibility  ^vhen  he  dishes  out  his  specialty  in 
large  doses  of  scholarly  abstraction  and  gives  failing  grades 
to  those  who  do  not  seem  to  grasp  a  certain  minimum  pjnount 
of  his  offering.   We  are  here  to  teach  and  that  means  mrjiy 
things  besides  lecturing,  assigning  readings,  and  giving  and 
grading  quizzes.   We  arc  not  obliged  to  nurse  along  students 
of  poor  quality,  but  we  are  obliged  to  nny.c   it  possible  for 
students  of  average  quality  to  do  good  >"orli. 

On  Proselyting-  Stuc' ont s  for  the  College 

There  seems  to  be  a  great  deal  of  intei^est  just  no^'?  in 
educational  magazines  and  elsewhere  in  the  methods  that  some 
of  the  colleges  are  using  to  secure  nev:  students,  not  only 
for  athletic  teams  but  for  general  enrollment.   During  the 
past  week  we  received  a  questionn^-ire  from  the  IJorth  Central 
Association  inquiring  about  our  methods  of  securing  students. 
Judged  by  the  stand.ards  that  the  vari'^us  discussions  suggest, 
this  College  does  not  engage  in  any  objectionable  proselyting 
at  all,  and  does  much  less  proselyting  of  any  kind  than  most 
other  colleges. 

Such  work  as  we  tried  to  do  last  year,  namely,  to  have 
regular  faculty  members  who  are  presum.ed  to  have  good  ethical 
sense  and  good  taste  do  the  promotional  work,  is  not  con- 
sidered objectionable  at  all.   We  shall  continue  to  do  that 
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rmd  no  noro.   Apparently,  Jud^lnf;  from  this  yenr' g  onrnll- 
raont,  it  has  been  quite  effective.   I  hope  the  county  re- 
presentatives arc  novf  ,nt  ivork  quietly  but  effectively  getting 
better  acquainted  in  their  counties. 

Judging  fron  sor.ie  questions  that  Mr.  Lentz  lf?suod  lart 
year  about  r-hat  induced  various  students  to  co-nc  to  this 
Collei;;c  in  the  first  place,  general  rood  ^"ill  to^vard  the 
College  on  the  part  of  students  and  on  the  prrt  of  the 
public  rchool  authorities  in  Southern  Illinois  is  much  more 
important  than  any  special  prosely'^ing  vo  night  do.   The 
r.tudentr  v-ho  attend  this  College  ^''ho  arc  pleased  ^"ith  ^-hrt 
they  get  and  v-ho  come  to  believe  stron{;ly  in  the  school 
bring  other  students  here,  ancj ,  of  co\;rsc,  the  high  school 
toachors  and  princippls  have  a  great  deal  of  influence  on 
the  students'  selection  of  a  school. 


To  Sh^>i.ild  Hoi  a  G-ood  Students  Tao  Cone 

One  factor  connected  ^-ith  the  business  of  getting  and 
keeping  student^  that  "'ill  hr>ve  a  great  deal  to  do  '-ith  the 
future  reputation  of  the  College  is  the  degree  to  "-hich  "'e 
hold  the  superior  students  ^"ho  enter  as  freshmen  until  they 
graduate  or  until  they  have  rr>ne  ps  far  as  it  is  profitable 
for  then  to  go  in  this  school. 

Over  '-1.  period  of  years  the  rcput-^ tion  of  n.    school  de- 
pends upon  the  people  vhon  it  turns  out  into  the  '-orld.   It 
is  extremely  important,  therefore,  th.^t  -e  should  hold  the 
honor  roll  students  and  the  students  vho  hrve  superior 
personal  qualities  or  superior  nrtistic  talents  of  one  sort 
or  another  as  long  as  it  is  profitable  for  them  to  stay  here. 
Wc  -^re  ethically  bound  not  to  keep  a  student  here  '"hen  it  is 
quite  clear  thrt,  for  his  o^"n  best  development,  he  ought  to 
go  somevhere  else.   But  I  believe  that  this  \-'ould  be  true 
in  only  a  fe^.-  cases  ^"here  a  highly  developed  spcci^'^lty  ^"hich 
re   are  not  prepared,  to  offer  is  involved, 

I  should  like  to  urge  tliat  all  of  us,  more  especially  the 
heads  of  departments  and  the  freshman  advisors  ^'^'ho  come  to 
kno'-;  the  students  '"ell  personally,  take  special  pains  to  keep 
good  students  from  leaving  this  L^chool  to  go  to  other  schooir 
vhere  their  opportunities  for  fruitful  n'ork  along  the  lines 
of  their  interest  are  no  better  than  they  are  here.   V/e 
cannot  hrve  too  many  first  rate  people  among  our  graduate

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Some  Announcements  for  the  Bookstore 

The  book  exchance  hn.s  no^'  g;onc  throu[;h  a  complete  cycle 
of  isGulnf;,  collecting:,  and  re-issulnc  books,  nnd  p11  rlonf^ 
the  line  it  has  functioned  more  smoothly  than  anyone  had  a 
ri[;,ht  to  expect  of  so  complex  a  ne^"  enterprise.   It  has  un- 
doubtedly been  a  great  boon  to  the  students.   The  students 
have  apprcntly  done  all  they  could  to  cooperate  ^'ith  the 
plan  in  order  to  help  make  it  v~'nrk  economically.   The  fine 
'••ork  of  the  faculty  committee  and  particularly  of  Mr.  Purdy 
has  been  chiefly  responsible  for  the  very  successful,  smooth 
operation  of  the  plan. 

The  one  objection  to  it,  of  course,  has  been  that  it  is 
costing;  a  {^reat  deal  of  money  to  initiate  it.   To  d,^te  ^'-e 
have  spent  $213,629,28.   V/e  have  collected  from  the  bookstore 
a  total  of  §9,600.65.   No^"  this  good  income  indicates  quite 
clearly  tha.t  th^  bookstore  vill  eventually  pay  for  itself 
completely  on  the  present  ar^sessment.   But  in  the  meantime 
it  has  tied  up  the  $25,000  of  the  revolving  fund  ^vhich  the 
College  rould  other^vise  have  as  a  contingent  fund  to  use  for 
various  other  purposes.   This  amount  plus  i"hat  i"e  spend  from 
no'"  on  '"ill  be  tied  up  at  least  until  the  first  of  next  July 
no  matter  hoK'  much  we  collect  in  rental  fees.   This  situation 
comes  about  because  of  a  mistake  in  the  appropriation  vhich 
affects  all  five  of  the  schools,  and  'vhich  '-e  do  not  have 
space  hero  to  explain. 

We  v'ould  like  to  urge,  therefore,  that  the  various  de- 
partments safeguard  the  book  list  against  any  unnecessary 
expansion  until  after  July  1,   This  does  not  mean  that  ^-e  v'ant 
to  hamstring  the  departments  at  all,  but  it  does  mean  that  any 
offering  of  courses  thrt  ^"ill  require  the  purchnse  of  ex- 
pensive books  v'hich  c:'n  be  postponed  v-ithout  doing  injury  to 
the  program  ought  to  be  postponed.

From-otin,'^:  Qri^'lnal  Worl:  by  Students 

One  very  desirable  tendency  that  I  have  observed  on  the 
campus  durint;;  the  current  year  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  creative  vorh  done  by  students.   Two  instances  of  the 
sort  of  thinp;  I  am  thin'cinfr  about  are  the  art  v-ork  "-hich  r.Ir. 
Chamncss  did  on  the  Hom.ocominc  booklet,  and  on  the  setting's 
for  the  piny  at  Homecoming-  time,  and  the  orif;inal  compositions 
for  the  orchestra  that  students  in  the  I.Iuric  Department  have 
been  composing.   The  one  by  Mr.  Cook  was  a  particularly 
creditable  job. 

Of  course,  there  al'^-ays  has  been  opportunity  for  students 
to  engage  in  creative  vork  in  the  Collcr:o  in  various  fields. 
There  have  boon  the  school  publications,  particularly  the 
Egyptian,  and  last  year  the  Scarab,   The  Colloge  has  al^^'ays 
sponsored  a  number  of  plays  for  students  vho  like  to  try  their 
hand  at  acting.   It  is  a  good  thing,  I  think,  to  encourage  this 
work  and  do  more  of  it  in  all  fields,  but  particularly  in  the 
fine  nrts. 

However,  if  we  arc  to  have  students  doing  original  -ork  in 
the  arts  which  they  present  or  impose  on  eolleg"c  audiences,  "•e 
will  need  also  to  foster  a  frank  and  merciless,  but  fair 
criticism,  both  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and  on  the  part  of 
student  critics.   The  trouble  with  some  of  the  student  criticism 
last  year  v;as  that  it  was  not  fair,   A  fair  critic  is  as  anxious 
to  commend  a  fine  performance  as  he  is  to  point  out  the  faults 
in  a  poor  one. 
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Another  thirit-,'  that  've  need  to  do,  cip.   ";e  encourage  our 
students  to  ivrite  or  to  compose  or  to  paint,  is  to  set  up  strong 
prejudices  af;ainst  placiarism.   The  tendency  to  lift  a  sentence 
02'  a  paragraph  without  taking;  the  trouble  to  nane  the  source 
from  which  it  is  drawn  is  common  among  nmateur  writers, 
especially  in  school  publications.   It  is  the  school's  Job  to 
develop  the  attitude  that  the  stealing  of  ideas  without  f:iving 
credit  for  them  is  at  least  as  disreputable  pc   the  stenling  of 
property.

A  Q-r:iduatc  Scholarship  ajj  Illinois 

A  fev;  days  a.f:o  I  received  a  letter  from  Dean  Carmichael 
of  the  C-raduatc  School  at  the  University  of  Illinois  v-rhich  I 

am  presenting;  below: 

Dear  President  Pull i am: 

The  University  of  Illinois,  follov/inc  fi  practice  of  several 
years,  invites  3'"our  faculty  to  nominate  to  a  scholnr'-hip  in  the 
G-raduate  School  for  the  yc'.r  19:53-39,  a  member  of  your  present 
Senior  class  or  a  f-;radurte  of  not  more  than  three  years' 
standin;^-  engaged  in  educationsl  vork  since  G'^-aduation,   The 
scholarship  carries  a  stipend  of  $300,  with  freedom  from  foes 
of  all  kinds  for  f'-raduate  vork  proper,  except  the  mo.triculation 
and  graduation  fees  of  $10  each;  appointments  being  subject  to 
the  following;  conditions: 

1,  That  the  nominee  be  placed  upon  a  basis  of  equal 
competition  with  a.ll  other  applicants. 

2.  That  those  nominees  vho  fall  in  that  competition,  but 
otherv/ise  meet  our  usual  requirements,  shall  bo  av/ardccd  scholar- 
ships without  stipends  but  with  exemption  from  tuition,  In- 
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cidcntal  and  laboratory  fees. 

3.   That  candidatcr,  from  Illinois  oollcf;es  ^-'hose  quali- 
ricatlons  are  equivalent  to  those  of  applicants  from  institu- 
tions outside  of  the  State  shall  be  given  preference  in  the 
assignment  of  these  scholarships. 

The  nomination  shall  bo  made  by  the  majority  of  the 
faculty  on  the  bnsis  of  character,  personality  and  promise  of 
intellectual  development  as  n'ell  as  on  scholarship  exprcsn^'^d 
in  grades.   The  rtrongest  student  should  be  chonen  regardless 
of  rotation  among  departments  or  subjects.   It  is  conceivable 
that  tho  same  department  might  bo  represented  ynar  after  year. 
The  nominee  must  have  stood  within  the  first  fourth  of  his 
class  durinr;  his  Junior  year  and  the  first  semester  of  his 
Senior  year. 

Another  requirement  made  by  the  University  for  the 
appointment,  in  -addition  to  those  mentioned  in  the  enclosed 
certificate  of  nomination,  is  a  physi.-io.n' s  certificate-^  of 
good  ileal th  vhich  muct  accompany  the  student's  application 
papers. 

The  Graduate  School  bulletin  for  1937-58,  a  copy  of  'vhich 
i:-  being  sent  under  sep-.rate  cover,  gives  information  under 
"Departments  of  Instruction,"  page  23,  concerning  the  pre- 
requisites for  the  major  subject  ^^'hich  the  nominee  intends  to 
pursue  in  the  G-raduatc  School. 

I.Iay  I  ask  that  your  faculty  r^ct  on  this  matter  so  that 
your  nomination  shall  reach  this  office  not  later  than  March  1?

By 
University  of  Illinois  rule,  students  over  twenty-eight  years 
old  are  ineligible.

thirty-tv;o  semester  hours  as  mectin(7  the  requirement  for  the 
limited  state  high  school  certificate. 

"This  requirem.cnt  vas  reached  after  lonp;  and  careful  de- 
liberation, and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  teach.cr-traininc 
institutions  of  this  state  ^vill  feel  that  the  Examining;  Board 
has  made  r  progressive  step  in  chr.nf'lnr   the  requirement." 

Department  heads  who  make  out  schedules  for  students  v.'Hi 
notice  that  this  no^'j   ruling;  removes  the  former  requirement  for 
tlireo  majors,  ^-'hich  I  believe  most  members  of  our  faculty 
have  considered  unwise   I  shall  try  to  explain  this  situation 
to  the  students  at  the  first  opportunity  in  chapel.

Our  Buildinp;  Prof^ram 

As  has  been  announced  in  the  Egyptian  and  in  the  Free 
Press  the  Teachers  College  Board  met  last  Monday,  and  finally 
allocated  the  million  dollar  permanent  improvement  fund.   This 
school  is  to  receive  $25,000  to  buy  the  land  for  the  now 
campus,  $23,000  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Auditorium, 
$16,000  for  setting  up  a  complete  Physics  Laboratory,  and 
approximately  $6,000  for  other  incidental  improvements  about 
the  campus.   Nearly  half  of  the  million  dollars  v/as  required  to 
finish  and  equip  major  building  projects  now  under  way  at 
Charleston  and  Macomb,  and  $420,000  of  the  remainder  is  to  be 
set  aside  to  be  used  to  build  a  new  library  building  at  Normal. 

Although  we  are  somewhat  disappointed  in  not  receiving 
either  the  money  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  state  farm  or 
for  the  building  of  the  training  school,  we  appreciate  ^-'hat 
we  have  received.   Having  heard  all  of  the  discussions  that 
preceded  the  allocation  of  the  money,  I  pn    sr.tisfied  that 
Normal  is  in  more  desperate  need  for  new  building  space  than 
wc  are,  and  as  a  good  citizen  of  Illinois  I  ai.i,  therefore,  quite 
content,  since  there  Is  not  enough  money  for  both,  that  they 
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should  have  tholi'  library  buildlnc  first;,  especially  since  the 
amount  available  for  building.;  is  scarcely''  larfjc  cnouf;h  to 
build  an  adequate  training;  school.   V/c  shall  hope  for  better 
lucl:  in  the  next  biennium. 


We  are  Desperately  Short  of  Iloney 

The  last  quai'terly  requisition  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
is  now  on  Mr,  I.Iiles'  desk.   If  we  n'ithdrav  cnoup;h  ;noney  fron 
what  remains  available  in  the  revolving  fund  to  pay  full 
salaries  for  the  summer  session,  "'c  v/ill  have  $2,000  less  than 
enouf.h  to  pay  urf;cntly  necessary  current  operating;  costs.   At 
two  of  the  other  schools  they  are  not  even  malcin^f"-;  any  quarterly 
requisitions  at  this  time.   Heads  of  departments  and  other 
members  of  the  faculty  will,  therefore,  under stanfj  thr  t  all 
supplies  and  new  equipment  that  can  possibly  be  spnred  are  out 
of  the  question  on  this  quarterly  requisition.   Incidentally, 
it  will  help  us  to  balance  our  budf,'ot  if  several  members  of  the 
faculty  who  are  no"'  scheduled  for  work  would  take  sum.mcr  leaves 
of  absence. 

As  has  been  explained  before,  the  predicament  --''o  nre  in 
results  from  a  combination  of  two  causes — first,  because  wc 
have  tied  up  a  large  amount  of  available  cash  in  the  rrvolvinf^ 
fund  in  the  bookstore  and  second,  because  we  made  full  salary 
restorations  without  having  quite  enough  money  in  the 
appropriation  to  cover  the  cost. 

So  far  r\G   the  bookstore  problem  is  concerned,  the  financial 
report  of  the  bookstore  vv'hich  is  given  below  shows  clearly  that 
it  is  paying  out  very  m.uch  better  than  the  most  optimistic  of 
us  ever  hoped,  and  that  by  the  m.id.dle  of  next  year  most  of  the 
money  that  is  now  tied  up  in  it  will  be  available  again  in 
the  revolving  fund. 

In  the  meantime,  members  of  the  faculty,  realizing  that 
the  substantial  salary  increase  is  responsible  for  the  general 
stringency  in  standard  accounts,  '"ill  do  all  thoy  can  to  help 
us  save  every  possible  dollar.   Something  can  be  done  even  on 
electric  lights  ond  water. 


Let  Us  Help  Stop  the  Epidemic  Diseases 

The  State  of  Illinois  seems  to  be  suffering  from  the  worst 
epidemic  of  contagious  diseases  that  it  has  had  for  some  years. 
Small  pox,  measles,  and  scarlet  fever  arc  all  three  prevalent. 
So  far,  the  College  has  been  comparatively  fortunate  although 
there  have  been  a  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  amonp;  the  students. 
Dr.  Hinrichs  is  asking  that  all  faculty  members  cooperate  to 
see  to  it  that  students  who  have  severe  colds  or  any  other 
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synptomo  or  illncr.3  arc  excluded  from  clr.sn  r'.nd  sent  r.t   once 
to  the  .school  physician's  office, 

ThlvS  is  p.  natter  of  major  Importance  and  ^-'c  h^pe  all 
members  of  the  faculty  \-'ill  cooperate,  but  ecpccially  th^se 
'-ho  have  some  responsibility  for  student  rooming  houses, 
frat crnitios,  or  other  places  of  renidence.

Incidentally,  the  sales  of  supplies  and  text 
books  are  producing  almost  enough  gross  profit  to  pay  the  salnrics 
necessary  for  operating  the  enterprise.

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Do  Wc  All  Knov  VJhat  Wc  Want? 

I  vas  interested  in  a  statcpcnt  which  Dean  Harno  of  the 
Law  School  of  the  University  of  Illinois  made  last  n-cek  at  the 
ncetinc;  of  College  Presidents  which  President  Willard  called. 
Dean  Harno' s  statement  was  an  extenporancous  response  to  a 
statement  by  the  President  of  I.Iad.Iurray  Coll0t%*e,  in  which  he 
deplored  the  declining  quality  of  the  scholarship  of  cntcr- 
infj  freshmen.   I  think  there  is  a  c^^cat  deal  more  implied  in 
the  statement  than  perhaps  Dean  Harno  had  in  nind.   The 
stato^'ient  is  a  comnentary  on  college  teachinf^  method  as  v?cll 
as  on  the  content  of  courses,  since  the  first  principle  of 
good  teachinf;  is  that  the  teacher  should  hnow  r^'here  he  is 
go inc. 

Tlie  moral  of  the  statement  is  that  the  liberal  rrts 
collecos  must  cx.amine  their  assumptions  of  value  in  subject 
matter  very  critically  and  vith  open  rainds,  they  must  define 
their  objectives  in  terms  that  win  appear  reasonable  to  the 
students  and  the  public,  and  then  set  to  v.'orl:  to  go  as 
directly  to  the  objectives  as  the  limitations  of  time  and  the 
students'  intelligence  will  permit. 

Dean  Harno ' s  statement  follows: 

"Professional  and  technical  schools  have  no  trouble  with 
poor  freshmen.   They  know  ^■•hat  they  want  and  gf;t  it.   The 
complaint  about  poor  material  at  Illinois  is  in  the  liberal 
arts  colleges.   They  don't  know  ";hat  they  want  and  don't  get 
it." 


Three  Important  Faculty  Senate  Recommendat  ions 

I  have  a  communication  from  the  Faculty  Senate  in  which 
the  following  recommendations  are  made: 

1.  Catalog  Listing  of  Courses  Not  Rer:ularly  Offered 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  each  department  head 
take  from  the  catalog  all  courses  in  his  department  that  are 
no  longer  offered,  pnd  that  he  designate  in  the  catalog  by 
the  use  of  some  notation  that  vlll  be  uniform  for  all  depart- 
ments those  courses  that  are  offered  infrequently. 

2.  College  Representative  for  Inter-Faculty  Lie e ting 

The  Board  at  its  last  meeting  approved  the  proposal  to 
hold  the  biennial  Inter-Faculty  I'.Iceting  again  next  September. 
The  College  at  Charleston  will  have  charge  of  planning  the  pro- 
gram.  I.Ir.  Bcu  of  Charleston  has  asked  that  a  representative 
from  our  faculty  be  designated.   The  natter  was  referred  to  the 
Faculty  Senate. 
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The  Senate  recommends  that  Dean  Lontz  rcprocent  Southern 
on  the  ■prof.rnn   committee  for  the  meetinfi'  of  the  State  Teachers 
Coll 0^0  Faculties  to  be  held  in  Springfield,  Septrmbor,  1938. 

5,  Coeducational  Honorary  Fraternity 

At  the  beginninf^  of  the  year  the  problem  of  organizing 
a  purely  honorary,  scholastic  fraternity  was  referred  to  the 
Faculty  Senate  for  study  and  action.   The  Senate  has  engaged 
in  a  long  correspondence  with  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Phi, 
and  Kappa  Delta  Pi.   For  reasons  given  in  the  correspondence 
but  too  involved  to  include  here,  'vc   are  unable  to  persuade 
either  Phi  Beta  Kappa  or  Phi  Kappa  Phi  to  grant  charters 
to  this  College. 

The  Faculty  Senate  at  its  last  meeting  made  a  definite 
recommendation  that,  v.'ith  scholastic  requirem.ents  placed  n.s 
high  as  possible,  a  chapter  of  Kappa  Delta  Pi  be  instituted 
on  tills  campus. 

This  matter  should  probably  now   be  referred  to  the 
Student  Council  for  further  consideration  at  once, 

I  am  very  strongly  in  favor  of  establishing  Kappa  Delta 
Pi  on  this  campus  as  soon  as  possible. 


An  Announcement  for  I.Irs ^  Neely 

Dr.  Sparge  of  Morth^vestcrn  University,  who  is  editing 
I.Ir,  Ilocly's  dissertation,  vould  like  additional  information 
about  most  of  the  people  who  supplied  the  songs  and  stories.

Campu  s  Survey 

Last  week  one  day  I  hrd.  some  time  to  make  a  little  informal 
sui'vcy  of  the  cam.pus,  observin[;  vhat  I  thought  pcrlifips  a  chance 
visitor  to  the  campus  might  observe.   Most  of  the  things  I  saw 
were  highly  creditable  to  the  College,  and  the  general  impression 
I  took  away  from  the  survey  was  good, 

I  did  see  one  thing  in  several  different  plpccs  on  the 
campus  that  I  believe  ought  to  be  and  could  be  corrected.   There 
are  a  number  of  offices  and  some  classrooms  that  are  very  badly 
cluttered  up.   They  need  a  thorough  house  cleaning.   Books  and 
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equipment  that  n.re  not  in  rcG^l?^.^  unc  should  be  put  back  in  the 
llbrnry  or  in  the  In.boratorj''  v.'hore  they  bolonfr.   Work  that  has 
been  too  lone  ncfrlcctcd  should  be  r:ot  out  of  the  way  godo  evening; 
or  should  be  thrown  in  the  waste  basket.   Pieces  of  equipment 
that  are  out  of  place  in  the  halls  or  classrooms  ouf;ht  to  be 
returned  to  thoir  places. 

Department  heads  have  the  rifjht  to  commandeer  the  services 
of  Jpnitors  and  other  campus  employees  to  fret  such  things  done 
and  each  department  head  ou[;ht  to  be  responsible  for  the  parts 
of  the  physical  plant  that  he  uses.   In  general,  our  Jpjiitor 
service  is  quite  G'ood.   The  responsibility  for  the  sort  of  thing 
I  am  talking  about  is  on  faculty  members  entirely. 


Institutional  Research  at  S . I . N . U . 

At  the  meeting  of  college  presidents  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  vTcek  before  last,  President  V/illard  of  the  University 
offered  the  colleges  of  Illinois  the  results  of  some  studies  of 
problems  of  higher  education  in  the  state,  that  will  be  made  by 
the  Bureau  of  Institutional  Research  at  the  University.  '  This 
Bureau  of  Institutional  Research  is  a  very  interesting  enter- 
prise.  Its  function  is  to  subject  the  various  departments  and 
agencies  of  the  University  to  constant  critical  study.   The 
director  of  the  Institute  is  C.  R.  Griffith. 

The  function  which  the  Bureau  of  Institutional  Research 
performs  at  the  University  of  Illinois  needs  to  be  performed  in 
every  college.   However,  there  are  t^-'o  reasons  why  it  is 
qucstionvable  v/hcther  in  colleges  like  ours,  it  r-ould  be  r   good 
thing  to  have  this  work  done  b^.'"  a  specialized  agency.   It  seems 
to  me  that  it  is  much  better  to  get  it  done  as  we  are  trying  to 
do  it  here,  by  the  departments  themselves  and  by  faculty 
committees.   The  first  and  least  iraportrnt  reason  is  that  it 
costs  less  and  does  not  add  to  the  administrative  overhead, 
which  sliould  be  kept  as  lew  as  possible.   The  second  and  most  im- 
portant reason  is  that  when  the  faculty  docs  the  "'ork  the  problems 
involved  are  better  understood  and  are  subjected  to  critical 
scrutiny  from  divergent  points  of  view;  hence,  the  conclusions 
reached  arc  much  more  likely  to  be  acted  upon  intelligently  and 
whol ohear t  edly • 

My  impression,  gained  from  many  observations,  not  least 
the  reports  in  last  '-cek's  faculty  and  freshman  sponsors  r.ectings, 
is  that  during  the  past  eighteen  months  there  lia.s  been  a  very 
large  amount  of  very  fine  institutional  research  here;  so  much 
that  I  hesitate  to  nrjne  instances  because  I  v'ln  almost  certainly 
forget  others  that  are  quite  as  important.   Of  the  work  reported 
on  in  the  meetings  referred  to  above,  '"e  need  say  no  more  than 
has  been  said.   Some  other  import.'^ nt  projects  '"ill  be  reported 
in  forthcoming  faculty  meetings.

Improvinr;  the  Student  c'  Enr.'lish 

Some  'vcekG  r.go,  one  of  th":  nc"  ncmberr  of  the  f.^iculty,  in 
r'.  roGponce  to  r.n  inquiry  of  ho-'  things  looked  to  him  r-fter  the 
firr.t  tern,  expressed  s'^.tisfaction  vith  the  f:oncrn.l  ^itu'^^tion, 
but  rem'^.rkcd.  thr.t  the  Enfjlinh  th^-^.t  students  use,  pri.rticulrrly 
on  the  ppvpcrs  thr.t  they  vTite,  is  poor.  This,  of  course,  is  n.n 
old  stor^''  on  this  .'^.nd  p11  oth(^r  cri.mpuscs,  but  it  docs  not  r/ic^.n 
that  some  improvcnent  cannot  be  made  in  it. 

Tv'o  years  ago  vo  undertook  "'hat  I  still  believe  is  th(^  niost 
effective  pro{.;ran  for  the  inprovoment  of  student  Enf;liGh,  but 
the  pro;-;ram  failed  because  of  an  alnost  complete  lack  of  faculty 
cooperation.   The  plan  in  to  establish  an  En^'rlish  clinic  class 
to  which  any  student  in  any  class  at  any  tine  may  be  co'iimitted 
by  the  instructor  v.-ho  finds  his  vrittrn  ^-'ork  unsatisfactory  in 
any  subject,   Tlie  student  is  asked  to  enter  the  clinic  class 
at  once.   No  credit  is  [;iven  for  vork  in  the  clinic  class  .'^nd 
he  is  permitted  to  le-vc  it  as  soon  r.s  he  has  demonstrated  to  the 
instructor  of  the  clinic  class  and  to  the  instructor  'vho  conm.ittcd 
him  to  the  class  that  he  is  able  to  v^rite  respectable  papers. 

In  most  of  the  cases  ^-here  student  papers  rre  ver;;/'  po^^r 
the  trouble  is  simply  th-^.t  the  ctudent  doesn't  thin2:  it  '-'orth- 
v:hile  to  do  better.   It  certainly  is  not  that  he  hasn't  been 
tau^';;ht  in  hi[;h  school  r.nd  in  collef;c  "-hat  reasonable  ,  minir.un 
standards  of  v/ritten  vork  are.   The  problem  that  the  Collect 
faces  in  connection  ^"ith  ^;ood  v.^ritinr;  is  not  so  much  one  of 
havinc  students  take  courses  in  elementary  rhetoric  as  it  is  in 
makin;.';  students  reall^''  feel  that  they  vant  to  or  have  to  measure 
up  to  reasonable  standards. 

Probably,  there  are  t^-o  reasons  vhy  it  is  hard  to  get 
faculty  members  outside  the  English  depprtment  to  cooperate  in 
carrying  out  the  clinic  idea.   The  first  one  is  that  they  arc 
preoccupied  vith  other  things  and  forget.   The  other,  vhich  is 
closely  related  to  the  first,  is  that  instructors  in  other  sub- 
jects have  n  feeling  that  English  is  of  no  great  importance  in 
their  fields,   I  believe  this  to  be  an  erroneous  idea.   We  do 
our  thinking  in  language,   G-ood  thinking  cannot  be  done  v-ithout 
good  ability  in  language.   Foggy  vriting,  even  ^-hcn  it  is  done 
by  ^"orld  famous  authorities  in  other  fields,  is  evidence  of 
f'^S^y  thinking,   Mr,  Lord  of  Charleston  used  to  say  of  a  prominent 
educational  philosopher  of  t^-enty  years  ago,  vhom  many  people 
admired  but  nobody  understood,  that  the  reason  ^"c  failed  to  sec 
through  his  material  v.'as  not  that  it  ^"ns  deep  but  juct  because  it 


muddy. 
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I  think  the  suggest  ion  thr.t  cones  fron  thic  nc^'  member  of 
the  fp.culty  touches  p.  most  importnnt  matter. 


The  Mcetlnr;  of  the  Anerican  Association  of  Collcros 

The  January  29  number  of  School  and  Society  contains  t".'o 
.articles  suranarizinf;  the  Chicago  meetlnc  of  the  Association  of 
American  Collef^es.   Those  members  of  the  faculty  ^"ho  p.re  inter- 
ested in  the  general  problems  of  higher  education  in  the  United 
States  vill  find  these  tv."^  articles  most  illuminating.   I  am 
asking  I'lr,  Bosley  to  put  this  number  of  the  magazine  on  reserve 
for  tv;o  weeks  so  that  my   faculty  member  who  is  interested  may 
glance  through  these  articles  in  the  library  at  his  leisure. 

The  second  one,  in  particular,  by  Raymond  V/alters  summarizes

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  not  necessary  for  faculty  members 
to  worry  about  this  at  all  except  to  report  suspicious  circum.- 
stances  to  the  Dean  of  Men  or  Dean  of  Women.   They  will,  decide, 
in  any  given  case,  whether  or  not  the  N.C.  is  to  be  evaluated 
as  a 'id"  for  determining  a  scholarship  average.

Tlie  only  money  that 
will  be  available  for  travel  will  be  that  allowed  for  the 
people  who  work  in  the  rural  schools,  a  moderate  amount  for 
county  representatives,  and  allowances  for  travel  made  at  the 
request  of  the  President's  Office.

Campu s  Meetings  of  Non-College  Group s

Last  v;eek  t^"0  very  important  meetings  were  held  on  the 

campus  and  some  imDortant  steps  were  taken  to  promote  the 

prestige  and  the  interests  of  this  College  in  directions  that, 

we  hope,  will  promote  the  general  welfare  in  Southern  Illinois. 

The  two  meetings  were  the  Annual  Farm  and  Komc  V/eek  Meeting 

and  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Weekly  Press  Association 

and  Egypt's  Associated  Dailies. 

These  two  meetings  brought  to  the  campus  two  distinguished 
college  men  who  are  leaders  of  national  prominence  in  their 
fields,  namely,  Dean  Mumford  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  at 
the  University  of  Illinois,  and  Dean  Olson,  of  the  lledill 
School  of  Journalism  at  Northwestern  University.   The  Farm 
Meeting  brought  other  distinguished  leaders  in  Agriculture  to 
the  campus.   Both  meetings  brought  to  the  campus  many  visitors 
who  had  never  before  had  contact  ^"ith  the  College.   V/e  hope  and 
believe  that  the  general  effect  of  these  meetings  has  been 
hi[.;lily  favorable  to  the  College  aiid  that  the  more  of  them  we 
have,  the  bettor  it  will  eventually  be  for  us. 

The  visit  of  Dean  Mumford  ^vas  especially  significant  in 
that  it  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  work  out  a  mutually  advantageous, 
agreeable  working  relationship,  betv;ecn  the  College  of  Agriculture 
at  the  University  of  Illinois' and  this  College.   This  arrangement 
will  make  it  possible  for  us  to  offer  to  Southern  Illinois  a 
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hif,-h  quality  of  leadership  in  a[^ricultural  cducn.tion  ".'ithout 
spcndinc  a  large  ajTiount  of  money  in  expanding  our  faculty  or  our 
facilities.   This  I  regard  as  a  very  significant  step  forward 
in  the  development  of  thir.  College.   By  means  of  it  vc  will  be- 
come the  center  for  the  dissemination  in  Southern  Illinois  of 
the  services  of  one  of  the  greatest  colleges  of  agriculture  in 
the  United  States. 

Two  other  very  important  meetings  are  scheduled  for  the 
very  near  future,  one  the  English  Teachers  Meeting  and  the 
Drama  Festival,  which  is  announced  elsewhere  in  this  bulletin, 
and  the  other  the  Southern  Division  of  the  Illinois  Education 
Association.   Wc  hope  the  College  may  take  full  advantage  of 
its  opportunities  in  being  host  to  both  of  these  meetings. 


What  a  University  Is 

"The  University  is,  or  should  be,  so  great,  its  duties  to 
society  are,  or  should  be,  so  diverse,  that  there  is  no  man  big 
enough  to  serve  as  the  exclusive  model,   ^^en  able  instructors 
and  able  administrators  differ  as  to  ^vays  and  means,  it  is 
largely  on  account  of  differences  in  experience.   But  there  can 
be  no  difference  between  them  as  to  the  goal  which  is  the  in- 
crease of,  and  the  diffusion  of,  understanding.   In  the  joyous 
quest  of  this  goal  we  can  all  join  hands  in  speeding;  the  day 
when,  through  this  greater  understanding,  the  university  takes 
the  lead  in  the  way s  of  justice  on  the  campus  and  in  the  mart . "

For  County  Representat ivps 

One  of  the  thin[;s  not  mentioned  in  the  lint  of  su^Gest- 
ions  for  county  representatives  vhich  \va,R  prepared  last  year  by 
I.Ir.  Lentz,  v;hich  I  believe  in  very  important,  is  that  each 
county  representative  0Uf,ht  to  make  it  a  point  to  [-et   acquainted 
with  the  proprietors  of  the  nev.'spape^^s  in  the  to'vns  of  his 
county.   These  men  are  usually  people  who  are  by  nature  quite 
easy  to  meet  and  there  should  be  no  difficulty  about  r;ettinf; 
acquainted,  vdth  them. 

The  meotinf;  should  be  very  unostentatious.   The  Collcfre 
representative  should  not  appear  to  be  askinc;  for  anythinr:  at 
all.   His  call  should  simply  be  one   of  courtesy  and  food  vail. 
If  an  opportunity  offers,  he  mifht  ask  hov  vrell  the  stud.cnt 
in  charr^'e  of  college  public  relations  is  taking  care  of  the 
job  of  providing  the  editor  with  collc'^e  nev/s  about  local 
people.   If  the  editor  seems  to  ?iavc  ideris  he  mif;ht  also  be 
asked  for  other  sucr;estions  for  improving  the  newspa-per  re- 
lations of  the  College.   All  of  this  depends  on  the  trend,  of 
the  conversation.   The  interviev  should,  of  course,  be  manat.'ed 
with  the  KToatest  of  tact,  -"ithout  fivinf  the  appearance  of 
tryint";  "^^o  over-do  the  Job  of  f;cttinf:  publicity  for  the  school. 

Before  making  the  approach  to  the  newspap'^rman,  it  is 
always  well  to  knov/  a  little  about  him  first:   whether  or  not 
his  paper  is  a  Republican  or  <a  Democratic  paper;  what  the 
editor's  ideas,  attitudes,  and  prejudices  in  reference  to  ed- 
ucation are;  and  what  sort  of  person  l\e  is  in  other  ways. 
This  year,  our  press  relf.tions  have  been  unusually  fine.   The 
county  representatives  can  do  m.uch  to  help  us  keep  them  so.

It  is  important  that  they  be 
turned  in  promptly  in  order  that  the  office  staff  may  have  the 
f;radcs  of  the  students  tabulated  for  use  on  re^;iatration  day. 


Rc>t:istrat ion  Procedure  for  Sprinr:  Term 

In  order  to  avoid  the  lar^e  number  of  students  standing 
in  line,  and  waiting,  in  the  Auditorium,  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  register  students  in  alphabetical  order  and  by 
cIpsscs,   Rcgintrrtion  will  bcr^in  at  seven-thirty.   Sophomores, 
Juniors,  graduates,  and  unclassif iedu  students  will  be  ad- 
mitted until  eleven  o'clock.   After  that  time  the  freshmen 
will  be  registered  in  rlphabetical  order  as  announced  in  the 
Egyptian. 

Heads  of  dep.'^rtmcnts  and  sophomore  examiners  should  be 
present  at  seven-thirty  and  may  leave  at  the  completion  of 
their  registration  *Thich  should  be  before  noon.   Freshman 
examiners  should  be  ready  for  ■-ork  by  ten-thirty,  and  should 
be  through  about  three  o'clock.   Persons  in  charge  of  class 
tickets  ivill  need  to  be  present  from  seven-thirty  continuously 
until  the  close  of  registration,  as  no  noon  intermission  has 
been  arrangedi. 

Faculty  members  should  post  grades  as  soon  as  they  nre 
completed  on  an  announced  bulletin  board,  in  order  for  students 
to  find  out  their  status  before  registration.   It  "'ill  be  im- 
possible for  the  office  to  give  out  the  grades  on  registration 
day.   General  registration  ^•'ill  proceed  in  the  Gymnasium  as 
was  done  last  term. 

A  sheet  of  minimum  requirements  for  the  Limited  Elem.entary 
Certificate  andi.  general  registration  suggestions  have  been 
mimeographed  and  arc  now  avril'\ble  to  examiners. 


Our  Standing  Among  American  Teachers  Colleges 

We  have  received  p.   report  from  the  American  Association 
of  Teachers  Colleges  which  shows  the  standing  of  this  school 
in  comparison  with  the  medians  of  all  four-year  teachers 
colleges  in  the  United  States,   The  composite  graph  showing 
our  standing  is  shown  on  the  next  page.   Some  explp nation  is 
necessary  about  this  graph  since,  on  items  III  and  Vb,  a  low 
percentile  score  is  favorable  rather  than  unfavorable.   This 
is  probably  not  a  good  way  to  mpJce  the  graph,  but  it  is  t}ie  way 
the  officials  of  the  American  Association  of  Teachers  Colleges 
made  it. 
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Bcarinf;  In  mind,  then,  that  "'c  arc  bettor  than  average  on 
Itcmr  III  and  Vb,  It  vill  be  oboorved  that  the  only  placoG 
whore  we  are  below  the  median  of  all  the  teachers  collccf^s  are 
on  items  I,  XIa,  and  Xlb.   Item  I  in  Intcrestinf;  and  Important 
pincc  it  indicates  that  "-e  still  lofe  too  many  of  our  entering 
students  before  they  f^raduatc.   The  Illinois  certificating 
lav  and  lonf;  str'indinf,'  habit  in  Southern  Illinois  arc  mostly 
responsible  for  this  condition,  but  not  entirely  so.   Some  of 
the  causes  of  our  large  mortality  must  be  within  the  collcf;e 
itself,   A  better  social  and  personnel  prof^r.-^m  should  help, 
the  improved  curriculum,  more  careful  advisory  service  to 
upper  classmen  by  department  heads,  a  hif;h  student  morale  and 
stronf;  loyalty  to  the  school  should  all  be  mep.ns  of  counter- 
acting this  tendency.   This  year  our  enrollment  sho^^s  vo  have 
mrde  some  improvement  on  this  score.   Because  of  the  ^"ay  the 
American  Association  makes  its  computations  and  comparisons 
the  real  improvement  ^"ill  not  sho^  up  for  two  more  years.   Wo 
should  keep  this  standard  in  mind. 

Sn  fp.r  as  item  XIa  is  concerned,  I  am  inclined  to  think 
that  a  small  relative  expenditure  for  maintenance  and  operation 
as  arainst  instruction  and  equipment,  is  not  a  bad  thing,  so 
lonf;  as  the  buildings  are  not  absolutely  neglected.   In  our 
case,  ho-"ever,  our  expenditures  have  been  so  smnll  that  our 
buildings  are  in  r-   much  worse  state  of  disrepair  thru  they 
ought  to  be. 

Item  XIc  is  not  particularly  important,  especially  since 
we  have  a  very  high  rating  on  Xlb,  Indicating  that  v;e  arc 
using  all  of  the  money  ve  have  to  the  best  possible  advantage. 
However,  more  lOc'in  funds  and  scholarships  might  t-cII  be  pro- 
vided here.   We  have  made  some  substantial  improvement  on  this 
matter  in  the  last  fe^  years  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
local  Rotary  Club,  and  through  several  campus  orgrnizations. 

The  full  report,  which  is  posted  near  the  faculty  mail 
boxes  shear's  not  only  how  wc   stand  at  present,  but  presents 
soparnte  graphs  and  tables  to  show  v'hat  our  progress  has  been 
compeared  ^"ith  national  norm.s  during  the  last  five  years  on 
each  of  the  folln^-dng  items:   expenditure  for  library,  faculty 
preparation,  student  teacher  ratio,  and  teaching  load  in 
periods  per  ^"eek.   On  all  of  those  items  but  one  ^-q  are  making 
improvenent.   On  faculty  prep'^ration  anc"  on  expenditures  for 
library  ^'c   are  improving  very   m.uch  faster  than  the  average  of 
the  colleges.   The  place  '-'here  '^'c  are  dropping  off  is  on 
student  teacher  ratio,  vhere  our  increases  in  faculty  have  not 
quite  kept  pace  with  our  increases  in  enrollment.   This,  of 
course,  calls  for  substantial  increases  in  funij's  for  salaries. 

On  many  important  matters,  '•'here  I  believe  our  school 
would  stand  very  high.,  no  comparisons  are  made  by  the  American 
Association.   Indeed,  on  sor.ie  of  the  most  important  matters  of 
all  no  objective  comparisons  are  possible.   The  quality  of  the 
teaching,  the  morale  of  the  faculty,  the  roL-^tions  that  exist 
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bet'"oon  fnculty  .'^.nd  p.dmlnintrp.tlon,  tho  dcfp?ce  to  '-hloh  the 
fp.culty  partlcipp.tcs  In  n.-'Jclnp;  school  pollclcG,  tho  roln.tlons 
of  the  collof-o  ^-'ith  the  public  nchools  of  Itc  r>.rcr\,    the  ^.encrr.l 
public  rclp.tions  of  the  .college,  its  po^"or  r.F  n  fencrp.l  Af*ont 
of  civilization  And  onlit^htonncnt  in  the  rofjion  it  servos, 
,■^11  those  pnd  others  in  vhich,  I  believe,  '"c   .ire  doin^r  ^"ell, 
rre  •.n-itters  th.it  by  their  very  nn.ture  escape  tho  stnndr.rdizers 
r.ltop;othcr,  yet  they  are  indubitably  r.iore  inportont  than 
n^nt  of  the  standards  enune2\atod. 

Caning  back  to  norc  objective  factors,  sono  conspicuous 
or.ilnsions  fron  the  standards  n'ith  ^-hich  o\;r  colle£,"o  hes  been 
seriously  concerned  lately,  are  the  character  ^'±    the  curriculur.i, 
the  .anount  and  quality  of  student  personnel  service,  the  ex- 
ploration of  such  frontiers  of  public  eduer.tion  es  the  child 
f-^uidance  clinic  and  the  adult  education  novcncnt ,  faculty 
publications,  faculty  leadership  in  state  and  notionnl  learned 
societies,  the  dcvelopr.ient  of  extension  service  to  inprove 
the  public  school?  thr'^u^rh  classes  for  teachers  and  thr-^u.^h 
•^thcr  contacts,  the  careful  devclopnent  r)f   the  fc-  pro'^isinc 
younr;  scholars  rho  happen  to  cone  first  to  the  collof^e,  the 
development  of  gradur.te  extension  work  in  cooperation  '"ith 
the  University  of  Illinois,  and  the  S'^und  businerr  -.lanagenent 
of  the  college  as  a  tax  supported  institution.   All  these 
arc  also  not  definitely  included  in  the  standards  used  for 
this  Anerican  Associrtion  of  Teachers  Colleges  report.   On 
these  rlso,  our  collefc  v-ouid  not  be  found  ^"'anting. 


Is  Ide.'^lisn  Alive  _Qn  Our  Co.npus? 

7/ithin  the  last  nonth  t^'-o  r.-'thcr  significant  renarks  have 
been  nade  to  :ne  in  "hich  the  '-ord  "idealisn"  ^"as  used.   I  ,an 
sure  that  the  ncaning  in  each  case  ^''as  the  colloquial  rnd  n^t 
the  philosophicel  one,  and  in  ^^'hat  follov-c.^  the  '"'ord  ^-ill  con- 
tinue to  bo  used  in  the  colloquial  sense.   On  tho  first  occasion 
r>   r-ither  ruthlessly  practicrl  Individual  "ho  is  not  directly 
connected  ^"ith  the  college,  listened  to  a  sonchat  visionary 
speech  "'liieh  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  College  made 
about  its  mission  in  Southrm  Illinois,   After  the  speech  v-- s 
oveij  he  remarked  some^^hat  cynically  that  he  thought  thr^t  it 
might  not  be  a  bad  thing  to  make  such  an  idealistic  appc"!,   I 
got  the  i.apression  th:  t  he  took  it  for  granted  that  the 
idealistic  appeal  ^"ould  of  necessity  be  some":hot  insincere, 
but  that  it  might  be  a  good  thing  to  im.press  a  naive  public. 
I  resented  the  imiplic  tion  for  several  reasons,  sono  of  -hich 
^"ill  presently  appear. 

A  fo'.-  days  after  this  incident,  one  of  tlio  members  of  tho 
faculty,  in  discussing  another  college  in  the  Middle  ^Vest 
rhere  there  has  recently  been  a  ch-nge  in  administration,  re- 
ported tho.t  one  of  the  older  mc'-bers  of  the  faculty  of  that 
college  v'.as  gre.atly  d.isturbed  because,  he  s.'^id,  since  the  nev;

.'^.dininlGtrp.tlon  hp.n  t.^.kcn  ch.-^.r^c,  Idc.illsn  is  dlsp.ppcaring  from 
the  cp.npus.   This  older  faculty  r.ionber  felt  thrt  this  yn.a  n 
drc.'idful  thine  to  hrppon  to  the  Collccc   If  it  is  true,  I 
^■•ould  feel  CO  too.   I  do  not  think  it  likely  th.'^.t  it  is  entire- 
ly true,  for  so  brisic  r.   hum^.n  intuition  as  the  ye'^.rninc  for 
hi^jh  purposes  is  not  likely  to  perish  so  easily,  le-'^st  of  all 
on  a  coll  ego  er'.mpus.   Still,  even  if  idealism  is  only  suffer- 
inf-;  a  minor  eclipse,  the  situation  is  serious  .enough. 

These  tv;o  incidents  set  me  thinking  about  v-hethcr  it  might 
not  be  triie  that,  on  this  campus,  vre  also  have  emphasized  too 
much  the  material  development  of  the  college  and  perhaps  the 
immediate  scholarly  success  of  students  and  faculty  to  the 
neglect  of  tho  sort  of  things  that  Wordsrorth  had  in  mind  "'hen 
he  -rote, 

"Great  God,  I'd  rather  bo 

A  pagan,  suckled  in  a  creed  out^-orn 

So  might  I,  standing  on  this  pleasant  lea 

Have  glimpses  that  v'ould  ranke  me  less  forlorn." 

"•.There  there  is  no  vision  the  people  perish,"  and  -"here 
else  in  all  this  region  shall  clear  vision  abide  if  not  on  our 
campus?   Through  our  public  relations  ".-ork  and  through  the 
county  representatives  and  in  several  ^.vays,  v,'c  have  been  'work- 
ing hard  in  the  last  three  years  to  follow'  the  Biblical 
example  that  "Neither  do  men,  lirjit  a  lamp,  and  put  it  under 
a  bushel,  but  on  a  stand;  and  it  shineth  unto  all  that  are  in 
the  house.   Even  so  lot  your  light  shine  before  men;"   I  be- 
lieve that  it  is  extremely  important,  not  only  for  our  College 
but  for. all  colleges  to  put  up  their  light,  if  they  have  any, 
especially  in  these  sorely  troubled  times.   But  ^'hile  ^-'e  are 
doing  no,  lot  un  not  forget  that  it  is  even  more  important  th.at 
"•c  first  have  n  pure  and  clear  light  to  put  up.   There  is  not 
much  object  in  extending  the  influence  of  the  school  unless 
that  influence  shall  be  one  that  ennobles,  enriches,  and 
dignifies  human  life  at  every  point  at  'vhich  it  touches  the 
region.   It  is  our  first  Job  here  to  nourish  the  light  of  learn- 
ing in  all  of  its  many  facets,  but  especially  in  those  facets 
v'here  vision,  idealism,  high  human  values,  and  high  human 
dignity  are  involved. 

The  great  professions  of  la^-'  and  Journalism,  th-^t  vShould 
share  the  responsibility  for  supplying  vision  rnd  enlighten- 
ment, have  been  quite  largely  prostituted  by  the  grcnt  interests 
whose  servile  agents  they  have  become.   The  ministry  labors 
under  serious  institutional  and  doctrinal  handicaps  in  a  \--orld 
^;7hose  present  mood  does  not  give  the  church  much  chance,  even 
if  it  had  the  vitality  and  the  disposition  to  try  to  build  its 
visions  into  realities.   Our  profession  remains  almost  the 
only  one  v-hich  still  is  free  enough,  clear-headed  enough,  and 
disinterested  enough  to  be  trusted  vith  the  Job  of  trying  to 
shov.'  the  v.'ay  forward.   We  must  guard  the  integrity  of  that  pro- 
fession jealously  both  from  inner  veakness  and  from  outer  attack. 
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In  'I  very  rcn.l  Gcnsc  the  .irk  of  the  covcnrnt  of  civilization 
is  in  the  hando  of  the  te.acherr, ,  more  orpeolally  the  tcachcrG 
of  North  Anerica,  and  most  ocpoclally  of  the  collef^c  teachers. 

I  hope  that  in  our  "fsottinr;  and  spending"  for  the  visible ^ 
material  college  and  for  nurFclvec,  '"e  may  not  "l-'y  vastc 
our  povors"  to  n'.uoh  a  dcf^roc  that  it  may  aleo  bo  r.aid  about 
this  Collope  that  it  in  lor,inr;  its  idealism.   I  understand 
full  veil  that  the  term,  "idcalinm",  rcqulrcr.  definition  in 
detail,  but,  ".'hether  it  be  defined  in  terms  of  beauty  or  truth 
or  sanctity;  civic  rlfrhteouGness  or  social  Justice,  or  in  any 
other  lef^;itimate  terms,  I  believe  th'-'t  the  f;eneral  connotations 
of  the  v'ord  arc  clear  enough  so  that  -'c  may  all  undcrst.and 
"^h.^'t  it  means.

The  Hex i can  Basketball  Trip  as  Education 

The  basketball  squad  has  returned  from  I.'Iexico  City  after 
ten  days  in  Mexico  City  as  the  £,^lests  of  the  Mexican  govern- 
ment and  the  Mexican  Y.M.C.A.   They  bring  most  enthusiastic 
reports.   This  trip  is  a  conspicuous  example  of  the  kind  of 
extra-class,  non-textbook  education  that  ought  to  be  constantly 
promoted  in  any  college.   Everything  that  is  important  for 
students  to  learn  is  not  found  in  the  formal  curricula  of  a 
college.   Formal  curricular  education  alone  is  not  enough  to 
insure  civilized  attitudes  and  outlooks.   German  scholarship 
seems  to  have  failed  to  civilize  the  German  people.   Incidentally, 
it  is  interesting  to  speculate  what  might  have  been  the  effect 
on  the  politics  of  Ei.;rope  if  for  a  hund.red  years  past  there  had 
been  many  contacts  between  the  different  peoples  like  the  ones 
our  basketball  team  made  in  Mexico. 

Students  in  passing  through  college  should  have  direct  or 
indirect  contact  with  as  many  other  points  of  view  and  other 
cultures  as  it  is  possible  for  us  te  give  them.   Such  experiences 
as  the  visit  of  the  Cliinosc  actress,  the  Mexican  trip,  the 
showing  of  the  Bryan  films  of  Nazi  Germany  and  many  others  th-.t 
could  be  named  are  not  only  good  things  to  have,  but  they  arc 
essential  to  a  complete  college  education.   They  arc  particularly 
so  in  a  small  college  that  is  far  removed  from  the  great  urban 
centers  of  the  country  and  is  th:crefore  exposed  to  the  danger 
of  provincialism. 

Activities  of  this  kind  make  education  a  strenuous  business 
but  this  is  not  necessarily  an  objection  to  them.   We  need  r.orc 
of  them  and  better  ones.

Report  oj'  the  Federal  Advisory  Committee  on  Education 

On  September  19,  IQr'^S  the  President  of  the  United  States 
appointed  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Education  to  undertake  a 
complete  survey  and  appraisal  of  all  the  activities  of  the 
Federal  C-ovei'nment  in  education.   This  committee  consisted  of 
twenty-two  outstanding  leaders  in  education  in  the  United  States. 

Floyd  W.  Reeves  of  the  University  of  Chicafco  was  chairman 
of  the  committee.   The  report  of  this  committee  ^"as  issued  a 
few  weeks  afo  and  is  now  available  in  the  library.   It  covers  a 
great  many  matters  of  interest  to  both  the  public  schools  and 
the  colleges.   It  also  raises  some  hif^hly  controversip.l  issues. 
Most  important  among  thcBC  is  the  question  of  whether  or  not 
Federal  aid  should  be  granted  to  private  and  parochial  schools. 

One  copy  of  the  Report  is  now  available  in  the  library  and 
other  copies  will  be  added  an  soon  as  possible.   In  the  meantime, 
it  is  important  for  many  of  us  to  know  about  the  Report  and  to 
know  substantially  what  it  recommends.   This  is  particularly  true 
in  the  fields  of  vocationnl  education  and  of  student  aid. 


The  Hcetinr:  of  the  Southern  Division 

On  the  whole,  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Division  seem.s  to 
have  been  quite  satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  the  College. 
A  large  number,  I  hope  practically  all,  of  the  members  of  the 
faculty  participated  in  various  parts  of  the  meeting  and  attend- 
ed social  gatherings  connected  with  it. 

The  reception  which  was  given  this  year  in  the  name  of  the 
College  was  the  best  attended  of  any  wc  have  had  so  far.

^••hat  they  think  and  say  rbout  us  for  the  opinion  thrt   prospective 
students  r.'ct  of  the  Coilef;,'c.   Therefore,  such  affairs  as  this 
reception  and  the  other  social  opportunities  that  the  Southern 
Division  mcctincs  present  pre  quite  important.   Members  of  the 
faculty  rho  have  attended  similar  functions  at  Peabody  Collerc 
have  seen  this  sort  of  thing  done  in  the  finest  possible  v.oy.

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Allyn  Tralninc  Schools  will  be  hold  in  the  Allyn  Bulldlnf;

The  Tuberculosis  Test  Scare 

Because  of  an  unfortunate  mistake  in  running  some  tests, 
fourteen  students  and  three  members  of  the  faculty  were  re- 
ported to  have  had  incipient  tuberculosis.   Subsequent  examin- 
ation by  competent  authorities  reveals  the  fact  that  a  large 
number  of  these  people  h,ave  no  sign  of  the  disease.   The  three 
faculty  members  have  been  returned  to  duty  with  a  clean  bill  of 
health  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  as  well  as 
from  their  own  private  physicians.   As  fast  as  it  is  possible 
to  retest  them,  the  students  v.'ill  also  be  returned  unless 
subsequent,  careful  testing  reveals  that  tuberculosis  actually 
does  exist  in  some  of  the  cases. 

In  none  of  the  cases  where  the  students  have  been  forced 
to  remain  out  of  school  because  of  these  tests  is  the  student 
to  be  penalized,  cither  by  loss  of  credit  or  by  the  loss  of 
wages  that  he  might  have  earned  had  he  been  on  duty.   He  is  to 
bo  given  a  chance  to  make  up  both  his  collog;e  work  and  his 
state  or  FSA  time. 
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Thic  mictrlic  occurred  in  the  porfornancc  of  the  duty  of 
safcGiiardln^  the  health  of  the  student  body.   Everyone  v-ho  has 
had  anything  to  do  v-ith  it  regrets  that  it  happened.   Exactly 
how  it  happened  ic  not  yet  underr.tood. 

Unfortunately,  some  of  the  newspapers  picked  up  the  story 
and  it  is  possible  that  the  College  has  received  some  adverse 
publicity  because  of  it.   Faculty  members  and  other  friends 
of  the  Collc.s'c  rill  do  anything  they  can  to  correct  any  '"ild 
erroneous  rumors  that  alv^ays  grov;  out  of  such  incidents  as 
this.

lationr;  of  higher  r.nd.   E^econd'^ry  education  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania. 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  study  was  to  find,  out  exactly 
what  education  in  school  and  college  has  d.one  to  the  individual 
student.   More  than  fifty-five  thousand  individuals  r.-ere  tested 
thoroughly,  nearly  three  thousand  more  than  once  by  the  same 
tests.   The  results  are  not  particularly  encouraging  to  those 
of  us  who  teach,  but  they  are  stimulating  and  highly  interest- 
ing. 

One  of  the  concomitant  conclusions  of  the  study  is  that 
high  school  students  ^"ho  enter  teachers  colleges  are  in  general 
inferior  to  those  vho  enter  other  types  of  higlier  institutions 
of  learning.   Since  the  normal  schools  in  Pennsylvpnia  have 
not  h-d  the  prestige  and^.  the  standing  in  the  st-^te  that  the 
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norniol  nchoolc  of  mpny  other  ntn.ter,  have  hrd,  there  is,  of

The  Federal  Aid  for  Education  3111 

The  H;\rrison-Thomas-Flctchci*  Bill,  ^mioh  is  the  Bill  which 
embodies  the  rocom-mendrtions  of  the  President's  Committee  on 
Education,  has  been  Introduced  In  CongTcss  and  I'^ill  be  up  for 
consideration  during  the  next  few  I'-ecks.   This  Bill,  should  it 
pass,  v/ould  nark  the  greatest  rlnglo  step  for".'ard  in  education 
that  has  been  :iadc  in  m.y  mcm.ory.   Leaflets  from,  the  National 
Education  Association  summarizing  its  provisions  are 
distributed  in  the  faculty  m.all  boxes  "'ith  this  Bulletin. 

In  the  meantime,  "'c  have  an  ImmedLlatc  selfish  Interest  in 
supportinf,-  the  Bill  since  it  makes  certain  provisions  for  sub- 
sidizing teacher  training.   A  summary  of  these  provisions  is 
attached  as  a  special  supplement  to  the  Bulletin.   We  arc  also 
attaching  a  list  of  the  nar.ies  and  a.ddrcsscs  of  Illinois 
representatives  In  Congress. 

I  should,  like  to  urge  all  members  of  the  faculty  to  tr^kc 
the  responsibility  for  getting  a  fe^v  letters  vrrltten  to  the. 
Illinois  representatives  in  Cong;ress.   Tliese  letters  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Wnshlngton  offices  of  these  representatives 
rather  than  to  their  home  addresses. 

Lay  organizations  not  composed  entirely  of  teachers  ought 
to  be  enlisted  ^-/hcnevcr  possible.   Such  organizations  as  the 
Am.erlcan  Association  of  University  Professors,  the  American 
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Aesocir.tlon  of  University  Women,  the  League  of  Woncn  Voters, 
the  P.ircnt-Tcachcr  Assoclr.tlonG,  the  Schoni  Bor.rd  Associations, 
and  so-i,e  of  the  civic  clubs  ought  to  be  especially  interested 
in  supporting  this  Bill  since  in  general  it  standr.  for  the  in- 
provencnt  of  public  education. 

I  should  like  to  call  upon  everybody  to  get  to  ";ork  at  once 
to  stir  up  support  for  the  Bill.   There  ^"111  be  plenty  of 
opposition  fron  tv;o  highly  organized  forces  vho  have  r.ianaged 
to  kill  previous  bills  v.-ith  a  similar  purpose.   These  forces  arc 
especially  strong  in  Illinois.

For  County  Representatives 


I  have  the  folloving  excellent  report  from  Mr.  Abbott,  r"ho 
is  the  county  representative  in  Marion  County*   Since  his  re- 
port contains  sor.-ie  Interesting  suggestions  I  am.  reproducing 
som^e  paragraphs  from  it.   Much  other  very  fine  ^^'ork  is  being 
done  by  the  county  representatives* 

"More  questions  were  asked  about  the  Commerce  Depart m.ent 
than  any  other,  v.-ith  Household  Arts  Department  second.   This 
interest  in  Household  Arts  r.'as  surprising  because  during  lunch 
I  had  been  told  by  one  of  the  Household  Arts  instructors  that 
she  advised  all  of  her  students  I'^'ho  were  planning  to  continue 
work  in  a  Teachers  College  to  go  to  Charleston,   Her  reason  '"as 
that  the  departm.cnt  at  Charleston  has  been  growing  and  de- 
veloping v/hile  the  one  here  has  not. 

"I  have  found  that  the  Special  Issue  of  the  Egyptian  is  very 
useful  at  these  meetings,   I  have  also  found  it  helpful  to  take 
a  student  from  the  high  school  along  with  me.   Last  year  I  'vp.s 
accom.panled  by  Mr.  Hays  and  this  year  by  Miss  Fostrr,  one  of 
their  honor  students  of  last  year,   Mr.  Corbell  and  several  of 
the  faculty  mem.bcrs  remarked  that  this  gave  ne   a  decided  ad- 
vantage in  m.eetlng  the  students." 
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Sonc  Ob nervations  on  Enrollment 

Final  enrollment  for  the  Spring  Tor"  has  reached  1,604. 
This  1b   about  as  large  an  enrollment  an  the  Colic f^'c  can  ta^c 
care  of  ^--ith  its  prencnt  facilities.   There  is  no  particular  ad- 
'vanta[:;e  vfith  r n   absolute  increase  in  the  number  of  students, 
except  that  a  publicly  supported  institution  is  not  likely  to 
be  (-";ivcn  noncy  for  the  expansion  of  its  facilities  unless  it  is 
quite  obvious  that  that  rioney  is  seriously  needed.   For  this 
reason,  I  believe  that  some  continued  effort  in  increasing  the 
student  enrollment  is  vjorthv.rhile. 

There  is  another  reason  vhich  has  been  discussed  before 
for  trying:  to  increase  the  nunber  of  students  v'ho  enter  here, 
and  that  is  th.at,  vdth  a  good  large  num.bcr  of  entering  students, 
the  College  can  so.fely  pursue  a  much  nore  rigorous  policy  for 
the  elir.iinati'^'n  of  the  poor  students  than  would  be  possible  if 
our  enrollment  vcre  decreasing.   I  believe  that  vo  have  con- 
siderably stiffened  our  policy  in  this  regard  ^'ithin  the  past 
two  years  and  vorh  is  nor   afoot  in  several  quarters  to  go  even 
farther.   It  goes  without  saying  that  we  can  stand  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  average  quality  of  our  student  body 
without  doing  the  College  any  hnrm.   We  should  nal^e  special 
efforts  to  bring;  in  the  better  high  school  graduates.   Here, 
raise,  ^^'0  are  making  inprovenent,  partly  through  the  work  of  the 
faculty  representatives  in  the  counties  and  partly  through  the 
operation  of  the  new  Scholarship  Lr'.w, 


Critical  Consideration  of  the  ill d- Spring  Term. 

The  I.Iid-Spring  Term,  is  an  institution  which  has  come  dovrn 
from  the  time  vlicn   short  terms  of  training  for  teachers  in 
service  were  a.l;iost  the  Ti'^st  importrnt  ^^-ork  of  the  normal  schools, 
I  believe  the  fact  that  there  is  still  a  place  for  it  in 
Southern  Illinois  is  evidenced  by  the  substantial  number  of 
people  ^'hio  still  com.e  to  enroll  in  it.   Kovever,  as  the  term. 


in  the  public  schools  lengthens,  it  bccom.es  increasirgly  hard 
to  get  the  teachers  into  Gchool  early  en^'Ugh  to  do  a  reall?/  g 
term'  s  \'ork.

Several  faculty  mem.bers  have  suggested  th.at  ^''c  ought  to 
re-evaluate  critically  the  i.Iid-Spring  Term.,  and  either  m.ake 
some  improver;. ents  in  the  way  we  handle  it  or  possibly  abandon 
it  altogether.   It  has  even  been  suggested,  we  might  run  our  ^-'hole 
year's  calendar  '^n  a  two  i.veeks  later  schedule,  beginning  in  the 
miiddlc  of  Septc'iber  and  closing  the  middle  of  June.   This 
suggestion  does  not  strike  ne  very  favorably  now,  but  I  a"i  ^-ill- 
ing  to  consider  it.

Suninary  of  Provisionp,  for  Teacher  Training 

Title  1,  Part  2  -  Ii^'iproved  Teacher  Preparation 

Authorizes  appropriation  of  $2,000,000  for  1939-40;  $4,000,000 
for  1940-41;  and  $6,000,000  for  each  succeedinc  fisco.l  year 
thrnuch  1944-45. 

The  amounts  authorized  are  to  be  available  for  current  ex- 
penses of  the  follov/inj;,"  types  of  publicly  controlled  in- 
stitutions; 

(a)  Separate  teacher-preparation  institutions  of  more 

than  Junior  college  grade; 

(b)  Teacher-preparation  divisions  operated  as  parts  of 

colleges  and  universities;  and 

(c)  Other  schools,  colleges,  and  departments  operated 

as  parts  of  colleges  and  universities  in  vhich  a 
substantial  proportion  of  the  students  are  pre- 
paring for  elementary  and  secnndary  school  teach- 
ing .'"ind  administration,  student  guidance,  school 
library  service,  and  educational  research. 

The  funds  will  be  apportioned  to  the  States  on  the  basis  of 
fina.ncial  need  as  measured  by  the  number  of  persons  5  to  19 
years  old  o.nd.  the  financial  r.bility  of  the  State  to  support 
public  education. 

Funds  are  to  bo  available  to  States  v/hich  through  their 
legislatures  have  accepted  the  benefits  of  this  Part  and  v'hich 
submit  to  the  U.S.  Commissioner  of  Education  a  plan  for  the 
expenditure  of  the  funds.   Tlic  U.S.  Commissioner  must  approve 
any  plan  that  fulfills  the  conditions  specified  in  section  22. 
These  concntions  are  as  follovs;  (a)  State  treasurer  to  serve 
as  trustee  for  funds;  (b)  provide  method  of  apportioning  funds 
among  eligible  institutions;  (c)  provide  equitable  apportion- 
m.cnt  of  funds  for  benefit  of  institutions  maintained  for 
separate  races;  (d)  chief  Sta.tc  educational  authority  to  ad- 
minister plan;  (c)  reserve  the  control  a,nd  administration  of 
the  preparation  of  teachers  and  other  educational  personnel 
to  the  agencies  designated  by  lav>r  to  control  and  administer 
the  same  in  the  State;  (f)  State  educational  authority  shaull 
submit  estimates  of  probable  needs  for  teachers  and  other 
educational  personnel;  (g)  provide  for  an  adequate  system  of 
auditing  by  the  State  educational  authority;  and  (h)  provide 
for  reports  to  the  U.S.  Com.missioner  of  Education  with  roppcct 
to  expenditure  of  Federal  funds  a.nd  progress  in  teacher  training. 

Federal  control  of  teacher  training  institutions  is  prohibited. 
All  control  of  administration,  personnel,  curricula  a.nd  t'le  like 
is  strictly  reserved  to  States  and  th'^ir  legally  designated 
agents.   (Sec.  51).

The  vote  was  58  to  41  in  favor  of  naking  the 
contribution.   I.Ir.  Ragsdale  is  responsible  for  the  ballots 
and  the  count.   The  corrjittee  in  charge  of  the  faculty  fund 
has  met  and  allowed  the  bill,  and  the  check  has  been  drawn 
and  mailed, 

Wliile  I  did  not  v-ant  to  influence  the  faculty  in  favor  of 
this  particular  enterprise,  since  I  did  not  know  too  much  about 
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it,  I  a::i  plcaccd  vith  the  result  of  the  vote.   We  do  our  duty 
In  diGcharf;ing  our  civic  responsibilitiCwT,  vhich  in  '-h.^t  v^'c 
should  do. 


Advance  Rcp^'lstration  of  Late  Entrants 
for  the  Sunr.ier  Tern 

People  v/ho  cannot  register  for  the  Sunner  Ter"'^.  on  rcrjis- 
tratlon  day  ^rill  be  asked  to  register  in  advance,  either  by 
rj.ail  or  on  the  Saturday  prior  to  registration.   Such  registrants 
as  vie   receive  by  niail  vill  be  asked  to  state  their  preferences 
for  courses  and  the  naiiec  of  all  "".'ho  register  in  adva.nce  in 
their  depart :ients  vill  be  rent  to  the  Heads  of  the  Depart^'^onts 
prior  to  registration  day  so  that  they  'lay  be  counted  in  tlie 
nur.ibcr  of  people  'yho  vill  be  in  the  classes. 

These  people  will  also  be  given  the  privilege  of  dra^-:ing 
their  books,  and  it  night  be  well  for  all  instructors  who  are 
to  h.-'ve  any  of  then  in  classes  to  <:.cr\d..   each  student  a  brief 
assiijn:  i.ent  of  reading  for  the  first  ^-^eek  or  two  of  the  ter-i. 

Our  Sur.mer  Tern  opens  two  weeks  before  the  schools  in 
East  St,  Louis,  Belleville,  Granite  City  and  Alton  close.   This 
is  why  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  nake  provision  for  early 
registratinn.

^vcre  too  generous  with  late  rep:istrations  nnd,  in  sone  instances 
at  least,  greatly  cheapened  the  work.

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tJiG  able  n.nGistancc  of  Mrs.  Helen  liattrieS;  who  has  hnndlcd 
the  details  in  connection  vith  brinr;inf;  the  choruses  to  the 
ca;".ipus,  and  I.Ir.  I'.Iar^'rave,  who  has  been  in  char[;e  of  brinf^ing 
t'-io  bands,  " 

I  do  not  thinl:  that  the  activities  of  the  do.y  need  inter- 
rupt t]io  affairs  of  the  Colleg'e  to  the  point  whore  any  change 
in  the  schedule  will  be  necessary.   Those  faculty  ■.'.enbcrs  who 
h.appen  to  be  disturbed  in  one  i^'ay  or  another  by  the  people  v-ho 
.are  on  the  cajvpus  will  bear  ^"ith  the  disturbances  as  patiently 
as  possible. 

The  Music  Festival  is  a  worth^"hile  enterprise.   It  is 
being  promoted  by  the  WPA  orf;aniza.tion  with  the  cooperation 
of  civic  groups  in  ;"any  of  the  surrounding  to^-'ns.   V/e  should 
give  it  our  cooperation,  and  get  v;]iri,t  values  we  can  out  of  it 
for  the  College'.

I.rproper  Use  of  Student  Help  in  Tpaching 

The  second  reco-riendation  of  the  Faculty  Sen.ate  concerns 
ucli  ore  i".iportant  " '.atter.   I  quote  the  roco-wTendation, 
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"In  cor.ipliance  with  requests  fro:-i  sever.al  different 
sources,  the  Frculty  Senate  ^-'ishes  to  express  its  diso.pprov.al 
of  the  increasing  use  of  stuc^cnts  in  the  teaching  of  college 
classes,  the  continued  use  of  students  for  grading  ex.a'-iin.ation 
p."pers,  and  the  continued  onission  of  vrritten  final  exa'"inations. 

It  is  presu:ued  that  the  prof essiono.l  integrity  of  a  "le -her 
of  a  college  faculty  together  ^.-ith  his  respect  for  the  i""- 
portance  of  the  subject  that  he  toa.cheG  v'iH  be  sufficient  to 
deter  hi'.i  fron  depreciating  his  '-ork  "by  turning  it  over  to 
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unu.crcraduate  students  to  c'o.   Certainly,  no  nrnfoncor  cr-n  ex- 
pect Iiif.:  cr^llenrrues  in  other  uopart'-ents  to  to.kc  the  i'-.roortance 
of  his  field  very  nerinusly  if  nearly  all  his  "-orl:  can  be  done 
by  etudent  help. 

Since  :-;.uch  of  a  student's  reputation  and  privilct'^e  still 
depends  on  the  grades  he  -lahes,  no  arrur-'.ent  sh'-'Uld  be  neces- 
sary to  establish  that,  for  a  faculty  Me-'iber  not  to  read  his 
ovn  exa:-unation  papers  is  crossly  unfair  to  his  students. 

Final  exa-.^i nations  that  'lay  reasonably  be  presuned  to  be 
"tv'O-hour  exar.i.lnations"  novj  ,ore  required  by  the  College  to 
be  Piven  in  all  courses.   Not  to  do  so  Is  a  clc-^r  case  of  out- 
ripht  refusal  to  confor'i  to  established  college  rules.   It  is 
also  unfair  to  the  iiajority  of  faculty  p.enbers  v/ho  give  the'M. 


On  Attendance  a_t  Cor,raence'".ient 

For  the  infor'iatlon  of  ne^"  ner.ibers  of  the  faculty,  the 
announcerient  is  -a.ade  that  facult^^  participation  in  the  acfide.iic 
procession  at  the  Baccalaureate  and  Cor.r.i  en  cement  Exercises  is 
expected  unless  the  faculty  nG''^ber  has  been  specifically  ex- 
cused for  a  good  reason.

Final  grades  for  graduating  seniors  are  to  be  turned  in 
to  the  Registrar  by  eight  o'clock  Thursday  r.iorning,  May  26, 
Blue  cards  for  this  Dur-oose  "'ill  be  "olaced  in  faculty  boxes.

New  Policy  for  Rccop;nizin^^  Honor  G-raduates 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  Council 
of  Administration  decided  last  Tuesday  that  this  year,  and  pre- 
sumably hereafter  until  other  plans  are  made,  the  names  of  the 
students  who  ranl^  very  high  in  scholarship  will  be  printed  on 
the  Commencement  program  in  three  classes:   Highest  Honors  will 
be  given  to  those  having  a  scholastic  average  above  4.90,  High 
Honors  to  those  having  a  scholastic  average  between  4,75  and 
4,89,  and  Honors  to  those  with  a  scholastic  average  between 
4.50  and  4.74.   This  year  tv;o  students  v;ill  receive  Highest 
Honors;  one  will  receive  High  Honors,  and  nine  will  receive 
Honors.   We  trust  this  innovation  will  have  the  general  approval 
of  the  faculty. 


Three  Interesting  Books 

During  the  past  week  I  have  read  three  very  short  and  very 
readable  books.   Two  of  them  are  very  serious  discussions  of 
the  theory  of  education,  one  by  Professor  Boyd  H.  Bode  of  Ohio 
State  University  entitled  Progressive  Education  at  the  Cross 
Roads  and  the  other  b;.''  Professor  John  Dewey  of  Columbia 
entitled  Experience  and  Education, 

The  Bode  book  is  a  criticism  of  some  of  the  more  extreme 
aberrations  in  method  of  the  Progressive  educators  and  an 
elaboration  of  the  idcithat  the  Progressive  Education  movement 
has  no  clearly  defined  social  philosophy.   The  Dewey  book  might 
also  be  talien  to  be  a  criticism  of  extreme  applications  of  the 
doctrine  cf  freedom  for  the  pupil  or  the  student  in  education. 

The  other  book  is  a  book  of  an  altogether  different  kind. 
It  is  entitled  Academic  Procession  written  by  James  Picid  Parker. 
It  presents  a  not  too  flattering  picture  of  "life  in  the  inner 
circle  of  the  faculty  of  a  middle-sized  college.   It  is  the 
kind  of  book  in  v^hich  it  is  hoped  ca  few  of  us  may  see  ourselves, 
and  certainly  most  of  us  will  be  able  to  see  each  other,  in 
slightly  ridiculous  pose.   Among  other  things  I  gathered  from 
the  book  that  our  faculty  and  our  College  are  not  altogether 
unique. 
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Pep  art  mental  Mectlnp^s  for  Hlp;h  School  Students 

During  the  course  of  the  Spring;,  there  have  been  a  number 
of  meetinf^s  on  the  canpus  promoted  by  some  of  the  departnonts 
that  brou[^;ht  a  great  many  high  school  students  here.   The 
Corimercial  Department  had  a  chance  to  entertain  the  commercial 
contestants,  the  Music  Department,  the  band  contestants.   The 
Women's  Physical  Education  Department  promoted  a  Play  Day  and 
the  Iv'Iu  Tau  Pi,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Beyer,  entertained  a 
high  school  Press  Conference.   The  latest  event  of  this  kind  was 
an  enterprise  promoted  last  Saturday  by  the  Language  Department 
for  high  school  students  taking  French,   It  \-:ns   a  highly 
successful  affair. 

All  of  these  things  are  very  good  for  the  College  for  three 
reasons : 

1.  They  bring  high  school  students. to  the  campus  and  into, 
intimate  contact  with  the  faculty  and  the  students  of  the  de- 
partments in  v/hich  the  high  school  student  has  a  major  interest. 
Next  to  the  work  of  the  county  sponsors,  this  is  perhaps  the 
most  effective  and  the  most  defensible  promotion  work  ^-'e  are 
doing. 

2.  Properly  planned  and  wisely  managed,  they  cement 
cordial  relations  with  the  public  schools  of  our  area. 

3.  They  have  possibilities  for  improving  the  work  of  the 
high  schools  in  the  fields  that  are  represented.  In  Commerce, 
for  instance,  which  has  been  in  this  sort  of  thing  longer  than 
any  other  department  except  athletics,  almost  unbelievable  im- 
provement has  been  made  in  the  quality  of  work  that  has  been 
done  in  typewriting  and  in  shorthand. 


Tlie  Four  Year  Course  for  Elementary  Teachers 

A  committee  visited  here  from  Normal  last  week  and  in  the 
conversp.tion  with  them,  I  found  they  arc  giving  great  stress 
to  their  four-year  course  for  elementary  teachers.   I.Ir,  Goodior 
reported  that  they  have  more  demand  for  teachers  with  that  kind 
of  training  than  for  any  others.   I  can  readily  see  why  this 
would  be  true  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  and  ^"hy  it 
probably  will  be  true  here  in  a  very  few  years.   Already  such 
cities  as  Centralia,  Harrisburg,  Belleville,  and  Alton  are  re- 
quiring four  years  of  training  for  beginning  elementary  teachers. 

I  think  it  important,  therefore,  that  the  Curriculum 
Comj-Liittce,  and  for  that  matter  the  whole  College,  shi^uld  give 
much  more  emphasis  to  the  four  year  course  for  elementary 
teachers  than  we  have  been  doing  hitherto.

In  case  of  rain 
the  faculty  v?ill  meet  in  the  Old  C-ymnasium. 

The  candidates,  for  the  degree  win  niect  in  the  Main 
Building;  the  June  graduates  on  the  second  floor,  and  the  July 
graduates  on  the  first  floor.   Each  group  will  form  in 
alphabetical  line  beginning  at  the  central  stairway.   The 
marshals  in  charge  of  the  June  group  are  John  G-aincc  and  Theodore 
Rodd.   The  marshals  in  charge  of  the  July  group  are  Frank 
Trobau£;h  and  Fj^ed  Basolo. 

The  order  will  be  the  same  for  both  Baccalaureate  and 
Commencement.   Be  present  by  five-thirty  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
May  39,  and  by  nine  o'clock  on  Friday  morning,  June  3.   Doubt- 
less everyone  knov.'s  that  Baccalaureate  will  be  held  in  the 
Stadium.. 

In  regard  to  academic  costumes  the  cap  is  an  essential 
part  of  the  academ.ic  dress  and  is  to  be  retained  on  the  head 
throughout  all  academic  exercises  except  during  prayer. 

At  the  end  of  the  Processional  everyone  should  remain 
standing  until  after  the  Invocation.  Wicn   all  have  marched  In 
and  are  in  place,  the  President  will  remove  his  cap  at  v/hich 
time  all  men  should  do  the  sajne.   After  the  Invocation,  all 
should  be  seated,  the  men  replacing  their  caps.

I.Ir.  Charles  Neely'  s  Book  is  Published 

When  Mr.  Neely  of  our  faculty  died  a  year  ago,  he  left 
the  manuscript  of  a  book,  which  was  based  on  his  Doctor's 
dissertation.   Mrs.  Neely  has  gone  ahead  with  the  arrangements 
for  publishing  the  book,  and  the  book  came  out  a  few  days  ago. 
The  title  is  Tales  and  Songs  of  Southern  Illinois,  Collected 
by  Charles  Neely. 

The  book  is  a  genuine  contribution  to  American  folk 
literature.   The  College  and  all  of  Mr.  Neely' s  friends  have 
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a  right  to  be  very  proud  of  it.   The  ballads,  the  songs,  and 
the  talcs  that  the  book  contains  were  collected  from  many 
sources  all  over  the  v/hole  of  Southern  Illinois.   Sources  of 
each  selection  are  given  in  the  footnotes.   Besides  its  value 
as  a  scholarly  work  the  book  is  entrancingly  interesting  for 
its  own  sake. 

Copies  are  to  be  had  at  the  College  Book  Store;  and  a 
number  of  copies  will  be  ordered  for  the  College  Library. 


I.Iinimum  Hours  for  I.Ia.lors  and  I'.Iinors 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  Curriculum  Con'^iitteo  was  asked  to 
establish  a  policy  for  deciding  exactly  ■'•'hat  should  constitute 
the  ninimum  number  of  hours  required  for  a  major  and  for  n 
minor.   Since  our  courses  are  no  longer  exactly  four  quarter 
hours  long,  some  confusion  was  beginning  to  arise  because  of 
the  instances  where  students  had  lacked  just  one  or  two  hours 
of  having  completed  the  catalog  requirements  set  do^'n  for  the 
major. 

The  ruling  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  on  this  matter 
appears  below.   Henceforth  we  shall  consider  this  the  settled 
policy  of  the  College. 

"Follovjing  considerable  discussion,  I.Ir,  Beyer  moved 
that  in  view  of  the  increasing  flexibility  in  the 
college  curriculum  and  in  view  of  the  increasing  amount 
of  advising  done  by  department  heads  that  the  minimum 
number  of  hours  required  for  a  minor  be  not  less  than 
twenty-four  and  for  a  major  not  less  than  thirty-six. 
Mr.  I.Iayor  seconded  the  motion,  and  it  was  unanimously 
carried. 

"Miss  Stein  then  moved  tho.t  if  a  special  cane 
comes  up  in  which  it  seems  advisable  that  a  student 
£jhall  sit  in  a  course  and  receive  credit,  the 
president  and  the  department  head  shall  consult  and 
arrive  at  a  decision,   llr,  Bailey  seconded  the  motion, 
which  was  carried. " 

Department  heads  and  other  advisors  will  please  keep  these 
regulations  in  mind  in  advising  upper  class  students.

Last  Monday  the  National  Youth  Administration,  working  in 
cooperation  v;ith  the  College,  bego.n  a  highly  significant  new 
experiment  in  education.   The  NYA  has  rented  the  Dov.'dell  house 
across  the  r<ailroad  track  from  the  College  po^vcr  house,  and  in 
it  they  are  housing  and  feeding  about  thirty  y^ung  Ticn.

These  ynv.ng   men  rxre   taken  fror-i  the  present  rolls  of  the 
National  Youth  Administration,   They  are  people  ^^'ho  have  for 
one  reason  or  another  been  eliminated  from  the  regular  convent- 
ional school  system,  and  have  failed  to  find  regular  employment , 

The  nev;  unit  that  is  being  established  here  is  -^ne  of 
several  that  are  being  set  up  in  the  State  of  Illinois  as  ex- 
periments in  providing  a  somevhat  less  conventional  and  more 
im.ncdiatcly  oxpiedient  type  of  education  for  these  :mcn.   If  the 
experiment  is  successful  presumably  the  type  of  '-orl:  that  vre 
are  undertaking  here  ^"ill  supplant  in  p/'rt  at  least  the  CCC 
camps  and  the  present  unsatisfactory  local  1^IYA  projects.   The 
latter  prrticularly  are  more  expedients  for  supporting  the 
boys  and  keeping  them  employed..   They  do  not  promise  anything 
in  the  vjay   of  development  for  the  future.   It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  sponsors  of  these  nev  projects  to  try  to  find  better  v^ays 
of  tol'ing  care  of  the  unemployed  young  people  V'h.o  are  not  in 
school. 

As  far  as  the  College  is  concerned,  this  unit  is  set  up 
as  part  of  our  practice  teaching  establishment.   Mr.  Ilervin 
is  in  general  charge  of  it  and  Mr.  Schroeder  is  in  direct 
charge  of  planning  the  vocational  aspects  of  the  vork.   Mr. 
DiG-iovanna  is  planning  the  recreati'^nal  program  and  Dr.  Hinrichs 
has  charge  of  the  health  program  for  the  school. 

The  boys  are  to  ^'-ork  on  cam/pus  im.provement  projects  in  the 
morning  for  n'hich  the  Federal  G-overnment  '-ill  pay  thorn,  wages 
at  the  regular  NYA  rate.   Out  of  this  the  boys  pay  for  their 
ov/n  subsistence.   In  the  afternoon  a.nd  d.uring  the  evening  they 
will  engn.ge  in  recreational  and  educational  activities. 

Mr.  Tom  Nevjton,  a  former  student  in  this  College  n.nd  an 
instructor  in  the  Fairfield  High  School  on  vacation,  huas  been 
appointed  by  the  NYA  o.s  local  director  of  the  project.   Faculty 
members  vho  knov  him  know  that  a  better  man  could  hardly  have 
been  found  to  cooperate  vith  the  College  and  make  a  success 
of  the  enterprise. 

We  feel  that  in  this  nc'-i   experiment  the  College  has  both 
an  opportunity  and  a  responsibility.   V/e  are  fortunate  in 
having  been  selected  by  the  NYA  as  one  of  the  institutions 
to  try  out  the  plan.   I  am  sure  that  Mr.  Merv;ln  and^  the  other 
m.embers  of  the  staff  v'ill  be  able  to  make  a  real  contribution 
tor/ard  the  development  of  nev/  techniques  for  providing  proper 
opportunity  for  grov-th  for  these  young  m.en.   We  have  only  to 
reinember  that  the  Fascist  and  Nazi  madness  in  Europe  began 
with  the  hopeless  and  desperate  unemployed  young  men  to  realize 
hovj  important  it  is  that  our  society  find  civilized  means  for 
working  these  young  m.en  into  normal  reg-ular  employment  and 
wholesome  participation  in  social  life.

Leg'al  Requirements  in  Rhetoric  for  Certification  in  Illinois 

The  following  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  Curriculum 
Committee  is  important  for  p11  faculty  members  who  make  out 
student  programs.   I  urge  that  it  be  read  carefully  and  kept 
in  mind  henceforth. 

"The  original  Curriculum  Committee,  in  apportioning 
the  number  of  hours  of  work  to  be  done  in  each  of 
the  college  divisions,  allotted  to  the  Division  of 
Humanities  fifteen  hours,  of  which  twelve  was  assigned 
to  the  English  Department  and  the  remaining  three 
to  the  Departments  of  Music  and  Art.   Of  this  twelve, 
the  English  Department  allocated  six  to  the  study  of 
composition  and  rhetoric  and  six  to  the  study  of 
literature.   The  ?v.egistrar  has  brought  to  the  attention 
of  MisG  Bowyer  the  fact  that  the  state  reg-ulations 
require  nine  quarter  hours  of  Composition  and  Rhetoric 
for  graduates  who  expect  to  teach  in  Illinois, 
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The  English  Department  has  clcvlsed  several  vrays  for 
caring,-  for  this  situation.   In  addition  to  the  two  re- 
quired terms  of  rhetoric,  Eno;llsh  101  and  102,  Junior 
college  students  may  take  English  103  or  104;  or  Speech 
210,  which  also  may  be  offered  in  fulfillment  of  the 
state  requirement.   In  the  senior  college  the  English 
Department  offers  to  English  majors  and  minors 
English  300,  a  review  of  composition  and  grammar. 
Now  to  take  care  of  senior  college  students  who  have 
not  fulfilled  their  requirements  in  the  junior  college. 
Hiss  Bowyer  proposed  to  create  English  390,  Advanced 
Composition  and  Rhetoric,  a  three  hour  course  to  be 
required  of  all  graduating  seniors  except  English 
majors  who  have  taken  English  300. 

"After  some  discussion,  Mr.  Margrave  made  the 
following  motion: 

"That  a  new  course,  English  390.  shall  be 
established  to  give  opportunity  for  r-enior  college 
students  to  comply  with  the  certification  law.   This 
requirement  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  any 
student  who  has  met  the  legal  requirement  with  any 
one  of  these  combinations: 

"1.   Three  terms  of  junior  college  rhetoric. 

"2.   Two  terms  of  junior  college  rhetoric  plus 
one  term  of  junior  college  speech. 

"3.   Two  terms  of  junior  college  rhetoric  plus 
one  term  of  senior  college  speech. 

"4.   Two  terras  of  junior  college  rhetoric  plus 
one  term  of  English  300." 

This  requirement  is  a  requirement  for  certification 
and  not  for  graduation. 


The  Zoology  Department 

A  number  of  questions  have  come  up  with  reference  to 
Miss  Steagall's  position  in  the  Zoology  Department  after  her 
retirement.   A  new  hec\d  of  the  Zoology  Department  vrill  not  be 
appointed  for  some  time  to  come.   '.Vhen  Miss  Steagall  is  on 
the  campus  she  will  help  with  registration  and  act  as  head 
of  the  department  even  thoug;h  she  is  on  emeritus  salary;  but 
will  do  no  teaching  except  in  emergencies.   IVhen  Miss  Steagall 
is  absent  from  Carbondale,  Mr.  G-ersbacher  will  perform  the 
duties  which  ordinarily  devolve  upon  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  -'ill  serve  as  chairman  of  departmental  conferences. 
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DcslRnatlnfi-  Entering:  Claw^ses  by  Year  of  G-raduatlon 

One  of  the  problems  that  the  College  ought  to  bo  working 
on  in  persuading  more  students  to  complete  the  four  years  of 
work  without  interruption.   Mr.  Neckers  suggests  that  one 
indirect  v/ay  of  emphasizing  the  fact  that  a  student  should 
enter  here  to  remain  four  years  might  be  to  follow  the  practice 
of  most  colleges  in  designating  the  entering  freshman  class  by 
the  year  in  Y«;hich  it  would  normally  graduate.   For  example, 
the  class  that  enters  in  September  would  be  the  class  of  1942. 
The  present  freshman  class  would  be  the  class  of  1941.   I 
think  this  suggestion  might  have  some  effect,  and  certainly 
there  isn't  any  objection  to  it.   Accordingly,  we  shall  refer 
to  the  incoming  class  next  year  as  the  class  of  '42. 


Recognition* for  University  High  in  State  Lat in  Contest 

Word  was  received  on  Friday  of  last  v^'cek  that  Mary  Ellen 
Potts  of  University  High  School  had  been  awarded  second  place 
in  the  State  Latin  Contest  held  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
on  April  23. 

Miss  Potts  competed  for  this  distinction  with  other  Latin 
I  students  coming  from  schools  of  under  two  hundred  enrollment 
from  all  over  the  state.   Tlie  honor  carries  with  it  a  prize 
of  five  dollars  from  the  Chicago  Classical  Club. 

Stanley  Hall  of  University  High  received  fourth  place  in 
Latin  II  at  the  same  contest.   Our  congratulations  should  go 
to  Mrs.  Rieke,  \'*io  teaches  the  Latin  classes  in  the  University 
High  School. 


Some  Fine  Things  in  the  June  Harpers 

I  hesitate  to  be  constantly  recommending  reading  to  the 
faculty,  but  there  are  two  articles  concerning  college 
education  in  the  current  number  of  Harpers  magazine  that  are 
so  good  that  I  cannot  resist  the  temptation  of  saying  a  ^"ord 
about  them.   Tlie  first  and  the  best  one  is  an  article  by 
Alexander  Meiklejohn  on  r.cademic  freedom.;  the  other  one  is  an 
article  by  Hubert  Herring  on  President  Neils^n  of  Smith  Cnllege, 
The  Meiklcjohn  article  ought  to  be  v.'idely  reprinted. 


Some  Comparative  Dato.  on  Teachers  Colleft:e  Snlarles 

As  a  special  supplement  to  the  Bulletin,  ^"e  are  attaching 
a  mimeographed  sheet  showing  some  comparative  date  on  salaries 
in  twenty-five  state  teachers  colleges.   This  study  was  made 
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by  L.  A.  Sharp  of  the  North  Texas  State  Teachers  Collof^e  at 
Denton,  Texas.   It  was  recently  published.   It  should  be  noted 
that  salaries  are  for  the  year,  Including  the  sumner  term. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  salaries  on  this  campus 
arc  higiier  tha.n  the  median  for  the  t".'cnty-f ive  sch'^^ls  studied 
in  every  instance  except  in  that  of  the  President's  salary. 
I  am  inclined  to  think  that  this  is,  perhaps,  not  a  serious 
indictment  against  Illinois  after  all.   Indeed,  I  look  forward 
to  the  time,  and  e:<pcct  to  see  it,  when  our  teachers  colleges, 
especially  this  one,  will  have  a  few  famous  scholars  who  will 
of  necessity  be  paid  more  than  the  President. 

Administrative  salaries  in  business  and  industry,  of  course, 
are  notoriously  too  much  greater  than  the  salaries  paid  for 
other  typos   of  work.   There,  the  ratio  bet^"een  the  top-notch 
executive' s  salary  and  the  median  salaries  for  trained  workers 
in  other  positions  is  often  in  the  ratio  of  50  or  100  to  1. 
But  this  is  not  at  all  a  wrholesome  situation. 

In  education  and  in  the  public  service,  generally  the 
disparity  between  administrative  salaries  and  other  salaries 
is  very  much  smaller,  but  probably  still  larger  than  it  oug^ht 
to  be,  particularly  in  the  public  schools,  where  a  city 
superintendent's  salary  will  often  be  five  times  as  high  as 
the  median  salary  for  teachers.   Perhaps  our  College  is  setting 
a  good  example,  even  though  the  present  incumbent  in  the 
presidency  would  appreciate  a  salary  that  would  be  up  to  the 
national  median.

A  Complaint  from  the  Book  Store 

Lly  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  several  de- 
partments have  ordered  books  to  be  bought  by  the  Book  Store  that 
have  been  very  little  used.   One  department,  so  the  Book  Store 
Committee  states,  bou[;;ht  over  $100  worth  of  books  that  were  used 
for  only  two  assignments  during;  the  course.   Such  books  should 
be  in  the  Library  and  not  in  the  Book  Store.   It  mif;ht  even  be 
possible  for  the  Book  Store  to  order  eight  or  ten  copies  to  be 
placed  in  the  Library,  instead  of  ordering  a  copy  for  each 
student  and  issuing  them  through  the  Book  Store. 

The  Book  Store  Committee  has  tried  to  be  generous  and  not  to 
go  into  the  question  to  the  degree  to  ^'hich  books  that  arc  ordered 
really  are  needed,  but  it  is  possible  to  pursue  so  generous  a 
policy  that  the  $2.50  fee  will  not  cover  the  cost.   The  Book  Store 
will  then  absorb  revolving  fund  money  that  ought  to  bo  available 
for  other  purposes,  among  them,  summer  term  salaries  for  next 
year.   The  moral  is  plain  enough.   I  hope  the  department  heads 
v^ill  be  as  conservative  as  possible  during  the  next  tv'o  or  three 
years,  until  we  have  accumulated  a  reserve  in  the  Book  Store, 
We  will  need  to  refrain  both  from  ordering  books  that  ought  to 
be  put  on  reserve  in  the  Library  and  from  making  changes  in  text 
books  that  will  cause  books  in  the  Book  Store  to  be  discarded 
before  they  have  been  used  long  enough  to  have  earned  their  cost 
in  rental  fees  plus  something  besides  to  cover  overhead  expenses. 


Cape  Girardeau  Invites  Us

The  Personal  Element  in  Teaching 


One  of  the  things  that  impressed  me  as  I  sat  on  the  platform 
at  Commencement  and  looked  at  the  two  groups  seated  on  opposite 
sides  of  the  aisle  was  that  there  are  almost  as  many  members  of 
the  faculty  as  there  are  seniors.   The  ratio,  I  believe,  ^-'as  176 
to  about  125,  or  more  than  one  faculty  member  for  every  two 
members  of  the  graduating  class. 

Of  course,  as  emphasis  on  four  years  of  training  for  any 
kind  of  teaching  in  Illinois  increases,  the  size  of  our  grcadunting 
classes  in  relation  to  the  total  enrollment  will  increase.   But 
this  is  not  the  point.   As  things  are  at  present  if  every  faculty 
member  would  make  it  his  business  really  to  kno"'  intimately  two 
of  the  good  students  who  remain  through  the  four  years,  no  student 
would  ever  be  graduated  from  this  College  without  having  the 
benefit  of  close  contact  i^ith  a  mature  and  trained  person. 

Education  in  the  mass  has  its  place  and  can  nccomplish  many 
of  the  things  that  need  to  be  accomplished  in  education  very  w ell, 
but  there  are  some  highly  important,  intangible  values  in 
education  that  can  probably  only  be  transmitted  directly  from 
person  to  person.   When  we  have  the  ratio  betvieen  the  faculty  and 
the  graduating  class  that  prevails  here  it  ought  to  be  very  easy 
and  not  unduly  burdensome  on  any  one  individual  to  establish  these 
feelings  of  personal  interest  and  direction  and  secure  the  in- 
tangible values  involved.

Ho^^'ever,  I  should  be  rylad  to  be  p;uidod  in  this 
matter  by  the  Faculty  Senate  or  the  faculty  as  a  whole.   Large 
disbursements,  like  the  one  to  the  American  University  Union, 
probably/-  always  ought  to  be  referred  to  the  faculty  as  a  v.rhole 
for  a  vote,  and  possibly  something  more  than  a  bare  majority  vote 
ought  to  be  required. 

These  questions  ought  to  be  settled  for  next  year  so  that 
the  committee  v;ill  know  "fhat  to  do.   I  hope  that  they  may  not  be 
ret  tied  in  too  picayunish  a  fashion. 


RegTilation  of  Extra-Curricular  Activity 

Throughout  the  year  the  Faculty  Senate  and  the  Student  Council 
have  been  working  together  on  a  plan  for  limiting  and  regulating 
participation  in  extra-curricular  activities  by  members  of  the 
student  body.   In  spite  of  the  fact  that  I  ho.ve  certain  congenital 
objections  tn  the  over-regulation  of  anything,  I  think  something 
needs  to  be  done  to  keep  a  fe"'^'  individual  students  from  monopoliz- 
ing the  honors  and  offices  on  the  campus.   This  is  necessary 
not  only  for  the  good  of  the  over  active  students'  college  work 
and  sometimes  of  their  health,  but  also  in  order  to  give  some 
chance  to  other  students  who  might  vshare  with  them  the  training 
and  the  recognition  that  is  to  be  got  from  such  activities. 

The  proposed  regulations  are  presented  belo^".   The  Council 
of  Administration  has  approved  them  and  unless  some  very  cogent 
reasons  are  presented  v'hy  they  should  not  be  enforced,  -e 
shall  consider  them  to  be  in  effect  on  the  first  of  September.

Chairm.en  and  the  Faculty  Senate  and,  to  pi^cvont  the  coriimittcc 
having  its  efficiency  impa.ircd  by  too  large  a  number  of  new

Report  on  Board  Meeting 

The  Teachers  College  Board  held  a  meeting  for  approving 
tho  budget  and  setting  salaries  and  confirming  appointments  for 
next  year  last  Monday  in  Chicago.   Recommendations  with  reference 
to  this  school  wore  approved  by  tho  Board  without  change.   In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  v/c  will  run  some  $6000  over  the  salaries 
and  wages  appropriation,  if  the  same  amount  of  money  is  required 
for  the  r5ura;-acr  session  next  year  that  we  are  using  this  year, 
the  Board  approved  the  budget  as  presented. 

It  is  probable  that  unanticipated  savings  will  be  possible 
this  year  as  they  vicrc   last.   If  this  does  not  happen  and  the 
appropriation  now  held  in  reserve  is  not  released  it  will  mean  a 
severe  strain  on  the  Revolving  Fund  or  a  reduction  in  the  amount 
spent  for  the  summer  session  next  year. 

We  do  not  anticipate  any  trouble,  but  we  do  need  to  bear  in 
mind  that  the  school  is  operating  very  close  to  tho  uttermost 
limit  of  its  available  funds,  and  that  any  economies  we  may  effect 
thfit  '-^ill  not  injure  the  work  or  the  reputation  of  the  College 
will  need  to  be  made.   Money  that  is  saved  in  general  operating 
costs,  that  is,  in  the  use  of  light,  water,  and  other  items 
where  excess  use  is  sheer  waste,  are  the  best  placer,  to  save 
money.   Since  our  bill  for  water  and  light  alone  runs  nearly 
§500  a  month,  there  is  room  for  saving.   Every  light  that  burns 
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iinncccpr>;irily,  every  fnucct  thp.t  ic  left  runnin."  It  drp.ining  :v"r.y 
money  tlir  t  oufrht  t^  "be  uncd  for  better  purposes. 

On  the  buildinn;*  and  roD'iir  profrram  nothinr;  definite  n^s 
done.   The  Board  "dll  meet  a^^ain  on  Auf3n;.st  22.   In  the  meant inc, 
the  money  han  been  reloaded  for  v'ork  on  the  Auditorium,  and  on 
the  Ph,yr!lcc.  Laboratory  on  thir-,  campus.   Since  this  is  the  only 
money  ^f  the  .-appropriation  for  this  biennium  that  hac  been 
definitely  released  for  enterprises  not  already  under  rr,y ,    I 
53uppoRc  this  school  has  no  reo.son  to  complain.

We  realize  fully  that  this  analysis  of  enrollment  by  depart- 
ments docs  not  tell  the  whole  story  of  the  load  actually  carried 
by  all  members  of  the  faculty.   It  is  especially  unfair  to  draw 
conclusions  about  it  in  such  departments  as  those  of  physiology 
and  health  education,  music,  and  physical  education  because  ea.ch 
of  these  departments  carries  an  extra-class  load  which  is  as  much 
a  part  of  the  regular  expected  responsibility  of  the  department 
as  is  the  teaching  which  is  done. 


Reprints  of  Some  Ilagazine  Articles 

At  one  of  the  monthly  faculty  meetings  during  last  fall  I 
presented  a  list  of  questions  that  I  suggested  it  might  be 
reasonable  to  ask  about  the  education  of  prospective  teachers 
for  the  public  schools.   This  outline  was  published  in  the  June 
number  of  the  Elementary  School  Journal,  a  publication  of  the 
College  of  Education  at  the  University  of  Chicago.   I  .-^m  sending 
with  this  week's  Bulletin  a  reprint  of  the  article. 
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A  small  stack  of  reprints  of  an  article  hy   Mr,  Lavson  on 
the  Brush  Traininf,'  School  which  appeared  in  the  I.Iarch  number  of 
Educational  Administration  and  Supervision  has  also  been  placed 
near  the  faculty  mail  boxes  for  anyone  who  is  interested.   There 
were  not  enouf;h  copies  for  general  distribution, 

'ATien  faculty  members  have  articles  or  monographs  published 
vjc  should  aluays  like  to  have  a  reasonable  number  of  reprints. 
At  a  minimum  yjc   should  like  five  copies  for  the  Library,  and 
about  tv/enty-fivc  for  distribution  to  members  of  the  Board,  and 
to  the  presidents  and  heads  of  corresponding  departments  at  the 
other  colleges  in  Illinois. 

TThcrc  an  article  appears  to  have  a  possible  appeal  to  a 
v'ide  general  interest,  as  for  example,  I.Iiss  Shank's  recent 
article  in  the  Journal  of  Geography  on  the  "1937  Flood  in 
Southern  Illinois",  r-ic   should  have  several  hundred  reprints  for 
distribution  to  newspapers  and  other  places  where  they  will  help 
the  College  or  the  author  or  both.   When  reprints  are  required 
in  such  large  numbers,  the  College  v:ill  pay  for  them.   They 
do  not  cost  much,  if  they  are  ordered  in  time. 


A  Definition  of  Teaching 

"^.Vhat,  then,  is  teaching?  It  is,  I  think,  the  initiation 
of  pupils  into  a  fellon-ship.   Teachers  are  members  of  a  guild. 
Their  lives  are  devoted  to  the  practice  of  an  art.   It  is  the 
art  of  creating  and  using  intelligence  for  the  imcroving  of 
human  living.  And  the  first  du'iyof  a  teacher,  prior  to  what- 
ever he  does  in  the  classroom,  is  to  cultivate  his  own  mind.   No 
one  can  be  a  genuine  teacher  unless  he  is  himself  actively 
sharing  in  the  human  attempt  to  understand  men  and  their  world. 
Teaching  is  not,  primarily,  a  matter  of  tricks  and  devices  and 
methods.   It  is  the  communication  of  intelligence.   One  cannot 
educate  young  people  by  bringing  them  into  contact  with  unedu crated 
teachers, "

Thalman,  Director  of  our  Bureau  of  'Child  G-uidance,  pre- 
sents the  folloY/in^  announcement  of  the  quarterly  clinic  which 
will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  July  12  at  one  forty-five  o'clock,  Dr, 
Stanley  Dulshy  will  conduct  a  forum  in  the  Little  Theater  on  the 
topic  of  ^■ocational  ;.;uida.nce  as  rela^ted  to  the  problem  child. 
This  is  a  general  session  and  will  be  open  to  the  entire  student 
body  and  to  the  public.   Any  faculty  members  who  wish  to  attend 
ar e  al s o  wel come . 


On  Wednesday  afternoon  at  one  forty-five  o'clock,  two  seminars 
are  scheduled  for  the  same  time.   Each  will  be  in  charge  of  some 
member  of  the  ;;)roi  esslonal  "taff  which  comes  from  the  Chicago 
Institute  for  Juvenile  Research.   The  sem.inar  for  the  practice 
teachers  from  the  Allyn  Training  School  will  be  held   in  the  Little 
Theater  at  the  south  end  of  the  basement  of  the  Allyn  Building. 
The  University  High  School  practice  teachers  will  meet  in  the 
Little  Thca/cer  Auditorium.   Critics  a.re  ^'"elcom.e  a.t  the  seminars 
also,  although  the  seminars  are  planned  largely  for  the  benefit 
of  practice  teachers. 

In  addition  to  those  students  who  are  ta.king  practice  teach- 
ing this  term.,  those  who  prepared  special  case  studies  from  the 
group  which  they  taught  during  the  Spring  Term  are  invited  to 
attend.   From  each  one  of  the  units  in  the  practice  school  just 
mentioned,  two  or  three  case  studies  were  accepted  for  consider- 
ation at  each  of  those  two  seminars.   They  will  serve  as  the 
matcris.l  for  discussion  at  the  seminar.   A  mem>ber  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff  will  present  a  verbal  picture  of  the  cases  as 
worked  out  by  the  practice  teachers  so  that  all  vrho  are  present 
for  the  seminar  will  knov.r  the  details  of  the  case.   This  is  to  be 
followed  by  sugp;estions  from  the  group  present  as  to  how  the  case 
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should  be  liandlccT,  what  rcr.icdir.l  measures  should  be  ta2ccn,  o.nd. 
who  should  assume  the  responsibilit:/-  of  carryirif^-  out  the  sugf;;cstcd 
remedial  pro(;-,'ram.   Following  this,  the  staff  member  in  charge  of 
th',  rsr.-i-^inar  will  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  recommendations  made 
including  his  own  suggestions  as  well. 

During  the  several  days  of  the  clinic  the  professional  staff 
will  also  be  studying  the  more  detailed  cases  which  are  being 
brought  here  from  other  towns  and  also  from  our  own  practice 
schools.   Those  will  receive  special  consideration  and  each  case 
vjill  be  properly  staffed. 

The  members  of  the  professional  staff  coming  here  from  the 
Chica.(^;o  Institute  for  Juvenile  Research  arc  Dr.  I.-arvin  Su'-zov, 
psychiatrist;  Dr'.  Stanley  Dulsky,  psychologist;  and  I.Iiss  Esther 
Cle:mencc,  psychiatric  social  worker.   Dr.  Andrew  W.  Brown,  who  is 
hea.d  psychologist  at  the  I.J.R.  and  who  is  generally  here  for  the 
clinic,  v;ill  be  lecturing  this  summer  at  Columbia  Universit^r.   In 
connection  with  his  re[";ul>ar  work  during  the  year  at  the  Institute 
}.e  also  lectures  on   clinical  psychology  at   the  University  of 
Chicago. 


T^-yp  Announcements  for  the  Curriculum  Committee 

At  its  last  meeting  on  June  27,  the  Curriculum  Co"imittee, 
after  considerable  debate,  approved  the  following  ruling": 

"It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Curriculum  Com'aittee  to 
approve  the  offering  by  any  department  of  survey  or  methods 
courses  for  those  vjho  plan  to  teach  in  the  elementary  school, 
without  requiring  the  department  to  count  such  a  course  on  the 
major  or  minor  in  the  field..   In  other  word.s,  such  courses  need 
not  be  required  of  majors  and  minors  in  the  subject  matter 
fields,  but  are  recommended  for  those  majoring  or  minoring  in 
elem.entar^y  or  rural  education." 

Tills  ruling  has  been  duly  approved  and  is  now  in  effect. 

Tlie  second  ^natter  concerns  the  over-lapping  of  courses  among 
depart -lent s.   I  quote  from,  the  minutes  of  the  me"^ting. 

"I.Ir.  I.Iayor,  as  chairman  of  a  com.uittee  appointed  for  the 
purpose,  presented  the  result  of  a  study  made  regarding  the  over- 
lapping of  courses  a,t  S.I.IJ.U.  as  indicated,  by  their  catalog 
descriptions.  He  pointed  out  that  this  apparent  over-lapping 
may  or  ;^ay  not  be  und.esirable.  The  com'-ittee  subm.itted  only  ten 
cases  of  course  duplications  v'hich  they  felt  ^"as  a  very  s.mall 
num.ber.  " 

The  whole  matter  of  duplication  of  cou.rses  wp.s  la.id  over  for 
consideration  next  year.   It  is  the  desire  of  the  Curriculum 
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Committee  to  eliminate  as  much  as  seems  desirable  the  over-lapping 
of-  courses  between  departments,  but  in  all  cases  the  matter  will 
be  taken  up  vrith  the  department  heads  who  are  concerned  before 
anything  is  done. 

In  the  meantime  it  mir^ht  not  be  a  bad  idea  for  the  heads  of 
the  departments  to  consult  Mr.  Mayor  and  members  of  his  Committee 
to  find  out  whether  any  of  their  own  courses  appeared  to  overlap 
courses  in  other  departments. 


The  Summer  Recreation  Course 

On  Friday  afternoon  Mr.  McAndrew  took  me  around  to  visit 
the  vr.rious  gjroups  who  are  taking  the  recreation  course  that  we 
are  offering  this  suamer.   This  year  the  course  is  running  for 
bix  I'.reeks  and  gives  credit  for  four  quarter  hours.   It  gives  the 
students  an  opportunity  to  spend  a  week  working  on  each  of  five 
different  activities.   More  than  a  dozen  members  of  the  College 
^^taff,  representing  the  Art,  Music,  Physical  Education,  Manual 
Arts,  and  Biology  Departments,  arc  giving  portions  of  the  course, 
and  additional  help  is  being  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Recreation 
Division  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration. 

The  whole  project  is  an  exceedingly  well  conceived  and  well 
managed  one.   It  is  developing  a  new  and,  I  believe,  a  most,  im- 
portant field  of  education  for  the  enjoyment  of  leisure  time. 
If  we  continue  to  advance  in  the  machine  ago,  wo  shall  all  have 
more  and  more  leisure;  hence,  this  kind  of  education  will  become 
to  bo  more  and  more  important.   For  that  matter  there  never  was 
a  time  when  it  was  not  important. 

Tfncn  the  old  arts  and  crafts  and  the  old  folk  festivals  and 
dances  and  games  and  the  folk  songs  that  our  ancestors  know  in 
Europe  were  lost  during  the  pioneer  period  in  this  country  off 
tailboard  of  the  covered  v'agon,  our  country  suffered  a  groat 
cultural  loss.   The  efforts  that  nrc  now  being  made  to  replace 
these  elements  in  our  culture  arc  not  m.erely  incidental  side 
issues.   They  represent  fundamentally  imiportant  objectives  of 
education.   Mr.  McAndrew  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Physi- 
cal Education  Departments  are  to  be  congratulated  most  heartily 
on  the  contribution  they  are  maj'ing  to  the  development  of  these 
phases  of  education  in  Southern  Illinois,

Amendment  to  Rul e s  Regulating  Er.tra-Curricular  Acitivitics 

Llr.  Swartz,  who  is  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Faculty 
Senate  which  prepared  the  rules  for  the  regulation  of  extra- 
curricular activities,  presents  the  following  announcement  of  an 
amendment  to  the  rLiles; 

"As  ^-'as  anticipated  by  the  joint  student-faculty  committee 
which  prep.arcd  it,  the  recent  publication  in  the  Faculty  Bulletin 
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of  the  Rules  for  the  Repudiation  of  Extro.-Currlcular  Activity  ho.c 
caused  several  specific  criticisms  to  be  brou^-^t  to  the  comr^ittce's 
attention, 

"Perhaps  the  most  serious  criticism  is  that  the  maximum 
activity  points  for  average  students  is  too  lovi,    in  comparison  to 
the  other  limits  established.   The  committee,  therefore,  sugf^ests 
the  follov/ing  revised  restrictions  on  extra-curricular  act ivi ties: 

Requirement  of  4.0  average  the  previous  term  to  engage  in  maximum 

of  25  activity  points. 

Requirement  of  3.2  averar,'c   "      "      «    "     "    "     " 

of  IS  activity  points. 

Requirement  of  2.75  average  "      "      "   "    "    "    " 

of  lo  activity  points. 

Under  2.75  average  may  engage  in  a  maximum  of  8  activity  points 

per  term., 

"Another  criticism  is  that  the  list  of  campus  organizations 
was  not  complete.   The  committee  anticipated  that,  due  to  the 
rather  hi^;;^  birth  and  death  rate  among  such  organizations,  the 
list  will  have  to  be  revised  frequently.  The  committee  assumed 
that  any  necessary  revising  of  the  list  could  bo  tc?icen  care  of 
through  the  Deans'  offices  which  administer  the  system." 

Wo  shall  talie  it  for  granted  that  this  amendment  stands.   I 
have  heard  some  faculty  members  express  the  vlcv;  that  any  attempt 
to  rcf-;ulate  participation  in  extra-curricular  activities  re- 
presents a  degree  of  regimentation  that  is  not  desirable  on  our 
campus ♦   I  have  a  great  deal  of  sympathy  with  this  idea  in  theory, 
but  as  a  practical  matter  of  sensible  administration,  I  think 
that  some  regulation  is  necessary  to  protect  both  the  students 
who  over-do  extra-curricular  activities  and  those  who,  by  virtue 
of  the  fact  that  others  monopolize  the  opportunities,  have  no 
chance  to  get  started  at  all. 

/  We  should  remember  that  our  ,5ob  here  is  educating  students, 
that  extra-curricular  activities  must  Justify  themselves,  in  part 
at  least,  by  the  contribution  they  make  to  the  students'  education, 
and  that  it  is  our  duty  to  see  to  it  that  approximately  equal 
cpportunity  is  given  to  all  students  to  receive  the  benefits  of 
attending  college.   If  we  keep  those  principles  in  mind,  I  think 
we  shall  readily  sec  that  some  reg'ulation  is  desirable. 

The  questions  that  we  now  have  to  pjiswer  are  first,  what 
will  be  the  most  helpful  and  the  least  objectioncable  regulations, 
and  second,  how  can  they  be  most  flexibly  and  most  wisely  ad- 
ministered.  7fe  shall  welcome  help  fron  all  quarters  in  v/orking 
out  our  a,nswers  to  these  two  questions. 
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"Progress  is  n   Retail  Job" 

In  protesting  a^^alnst  the  idea  that  the  efforts  that  arc  nov; 
being  mrdc  in  this  country  to  save  denocracy  in  Spain  are  feeble 
and  futile,  John  Dewey  is  supposed  to  have  said,  "Progress  is  a 
retail  job," 

The  quotation  set  me  to  thinking  about  two  other  stupendous 
Jobs  that  have  been  done  in  the  last  two  centuries  that  ^"ere  very 
definitely  "retail  jobs."   That  is,  they  v'ere  not  done  by  any 
great  organizations  mobilizing  huge,  disciplined  forces,  but  they 
were  done  by  the  rather  small,  and  at  the  moment  apparently 
unimportant,  individual  efforts  of  a  great  many  people.   One  of 
them  v;as  the  occupation  of  North  America  by  rhite  people.   This  ^,^'as 
a  retail  job  vjjiich  the  most  optimistic  promoter  in  the  year  1750 
rould  not  have  guessed  would  be  complete  in  less  than  a  thousand 
years. 

Another  retail  job,  done  in  exactly  the  same  "iny,    was  the 
advance  in  scientific  knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  has  com- 
pletely transformed  the  economic  foundations  of  our  society.   This 
v'ork  also  was  done  by  thousandc  of  individual  scientists,  in- 
ventors, and  skilled  craftsmen  '-'orking  here  and  there,  some  making 
small  and  some  important  advances  in  knowledge  cand  improvements 
in  technique  until  the  cumulative  effect  of  their  ^;'ork  has  pro- 
duced the  amazing  results  that  are  nov;  apparent. 

The  idea  for  us  to  keep  in  mind  is  that,  if  progress  on  the 
social  frontier  is  now  urgently  necessary,  it  also  will  be  a  retail 
job  as  v;as  the  establishment  of  the  great  public  school  system 
of  this  country,  to  cite  one  notable  social  achievement.   Further- 
more, v^e  v.'ho  teach  are  the  retailers,  and  no  amount  of  effort 
that  we  make  to  bring  into  being  practices  and  principles  that 
are  more  truly  democratic  and  humane  in  spirit  or  form  or  function 
than  those  that  are  currently  accepted  is  ever  futile,  however 
small  its  immediate  effect  may  appear  to  be. 

Host  of  the  wholesale  jobs  that  are  now  being  attempted  in 
the  world  in  Russia,  in  Italy,  in  G-ermany,  and  possibly  in  a  sharply 
different  sense,  in  this  country,  do  not  promise  to  be  particularly 
successful  if  they  are  to  bo  measured  by  the  principle  of 
Heraclcitus,  that  man  is  the  measure  of  all  things.   We  should  be 
happy  that  in  this  country  good  retail  jobs  are  still  possible, 
and  proud  of  working  at  an  occupation  which  has  the  greatest 
imagin.ablc  opportunity  to  do  such  jobs.

During  the  month  of  August  the  now  Table  of  Organization 
for  the  College  will  be  made.  Among  other  things  that  it  will 
contain  vdll  be  a  list  of  committees  for  1938-39.   I  should  like, 
therefore,  for  all  chairmen  of  committees  that  wore  listed  in 
last  year's  Table  of  Organization  to  come  in  and  check  the 
personnel  of  their  committees  this  week  and  make  any  other 
suggestions  about  them  that  they  would  like  to  make.   It  is  not 
the  intention  to  change  the  personnel  of  committees  except  where 
it  seems  desirable  for  some  good  reason.   Committee  chairmen 
will  please  trke  care  of  this  matter  this  week. 

Wncn   the  catalog  v^^as   printed  certain  committees  were  printed 
in  the  catalog  and  others  were  not,  and  some  of  the  members  of 
committees  that  were  not  printed  in  the  catalog  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  their  committees  were  not  considered  permanent 
standing  committees.    This  is  not  the  case  at  all.   We  simply 
printed  as  many  committees  as  could  be  printed  on  one  pcage  and 
let  it  go  at  that.   The  ones  we  selected  were  the  ones  we  felt 
v/ere  most  important  for  students  and  others  not  connected  with 
the  faculty  to  know  about.   Committees  whose  business  is  solely 
confined  to  the  faculty  we  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  put  in 
the  catalog.

Request  for  Dep-irtraent  Heads 

I  have  a  questionnaire  from  a  teachers  college  in  another 
state  asking  a  number  of  questions  about  the  College,  among  them 
how  much  floor  space  is  in  use  by  each  major  department.   Wc  do 
not  know  exactly  how  much  floor  space  is  used  by  each  department 
and  the  information  miglit  be  revealing  to  us.   It  win  probably 
bring  out  some  facts  about  over-crowding  here  on  the  campus  that 
we  will  be  able  to  use  to  good  advantage  in  the  campaign  that  we 
are  now  starting  for  an  appropriation  tSr  a  substantial  building. 

I  am  asking,  therefore,  that  each  department  head,  v':'.ometirae 
during  the  vreek,  have  someone  estimate  roughly  the  amount  of 
floor  space  (in  classrooms  and  in  offices  and  laboratories) 
which  his  department  uses  exclusively;  and  the  amount  of  floor 
space  vjhich  his  department  uses  only  one  or  two  periods  a  day. 
We  do  not  need  to  have  absolutely  .accurate  square  footage,   A 
person  vrho  is  accustomed  to  doing  this  sort  of  thing  may  step 
off  the  area,  but  we  would,  like  to  have  the  approximate  answer 
to  be  not  too  far  from  correct. 

This  information,  in  order  to  be  useful  to  the  neighboring 
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college  v'hich  has  asked  for  it,  vill  have  to  be  in  before  i^e  len.ve 

for  vacation.   I  should  like,  therefore,  for  department  heads  to 

put  so.uebody  to  work  on  it  today  and  get  the  information  in 
promptly.

Specialization,  the  Dane  of  Secondary  Education" 

"One  special  obstacle  in  the  way  of  securing  interest  in  the 
cultivation  of  flexibility  is  the  fact  that  hic^^-grade  scholar- 
ship is  alv.'ays  closely  related  to  specialization.   The  universities 
of  this  country  arc  connitted  to  specialization.   They  ^rant  no 
intellectual  Jack-of-all-tr,ades.   It  is  quite  unthinkable  to  the 
typical  acader.iic  mind  that  a  student  should  bo  well  grounded  in 
two  subjects  which  are  not  directly  related.   It  is  conceded 
that  a  scholar  nia.y  know  something  about  a  subject  closely  related 
to  his  specialty,   A  chemist  may  know  something  ab^ut  physics, 
and  a  student  of  French  mav  know  something  about  English.   It  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  a  historian  should  be  competent  in  biology 
or  that  a  mathematician  should  be  competent  In  philology. 

"I  rsi   not  in  any  doubt  as  to  the  advantages  of  r.inute, 
spcci-alized  scholarship.   As  a  student  of  psychology,  ho^^^cver,  I 
am  aware  of  the  consequences  of  specialization.   For  some  years 
past  the  educational  ^"orld  has  been  informed  that  there  is  little 
or  no  transfer  of  training.   The  evidence  which  has  been  cited 
in  support  of  this  statement  is  dra^^n  from,  an  examination  of  the 
m.any  examples  of  extreme  specialization  readily  found  in  every 
school — specialization  which  has  closed  the  minds  of  teachers  as 
well  as  pupils  to  interest  in  mr>re  than  one  subject.   Specialization 
builds  a  high  wnll  around  the  mind.   Any  nne  ^^'ho  has  grown 
accustom.ed  to  the  sheltered  life  within  a  specialty  '-'ill  seld'^m 
take  any  risks  by  attempting  to  go  outside  the  region  vdth  which 
he  is  f amil i ar • 

"Narrowness  in  one's  intellectual  life  "^ould  not  be  s*^  bad 
if  one  did  not  have  to  live  with  other  people,   I  should  be 
perfectly  ^-'illing  to  allow  my  colleagxies  to  shut  themselves  up  in 
their  fields  if  it  ^"cre  not  for  the  fact  that  ^"c  have  to  meet  to- 
gether in  the  University  Senate.   I  have  observed  a  number  of  cases 
in  the  meetings  of  our  Senate  vrhere  the  evidence  seemed  to  point 
cmph.atically  to  a  complete  absence  of  transfer  nf  intelligence."
